Internal Revenue Offices All Over 
the Country Swamped on 
Last Day Under Law. 





MANY INCUR THE PENALTY 





May Pay from $1,000 to $5,000 for 
Tardiness—Others Get Extensions 
—Big Rush in New York. 





Corporations in all parts of the country 
yesterday hastened to file with Internal 
Revenue .Collectors the reports of their 
business called for by the new corpora- 
tion tax law. It was the last day under 
the law for the reports to be made unless} 
a@ corporation had been able to get an 
extension of time from a revenue officer, 
and concerns which failed to deliver or 
mail their returns before midnight are 
subject to fines of from $1,000 to $5,000. 

Everywhere internal revenue officers 
were overburdened with the rush. Con- 
sequently statistics on the number of con- 
cerns which obeyed the law could not be 
obtained last night. It is evident, how- 
ever, from dispatches sent by correspond- 
ents of THE New YorRK TIMES at impor- 
tant centres that many thousancs of the 
400,000 corporations In the United States 
did not file reports, and so have become 





liable to penalties. Many of the returns | 
that were sent had protests attached to! 
them.

She has not been seen for three weeks 
and it may have been all of this time 
since she was in her home: That no 
one ever saw her in that time was not 
remarked because of her habit of remain- 
ing secluded in her home. To-day, how- 
ever, a small boy, passing her hofise, saw 
a man peer from one of its windows and 
alarmed the villagers. 

He told Chief Snedecker that he saw the 
man raise the window, step out on the 
porch, and, on catching sight of him, run 
to a wagon he had nearby in the woods 
ang drive off post-haste toward Navesink 
Hizhlands. 

Exainination of the house showed that 


it had been ransacked from top to bot- 
tom. Not a room had been spared. Every- 
where bureau drawers had been pulled 
open and their contents scattered about 
the floor. In Mrs. Gill's bedroom there 
was évery sign of a struggle. 

Chief Snedecker is working on two 
theories—one that the old woman may 
have been kidnapped, and the other that 
she may have been murdered and her 
body buried in the adjoining woods.

The New York was first sighted at 
Velonia, thirty miles southwest of Little 
noon to-day. After descending 
sufficiently to permit of communication 
with residents and the dropping of a pos- 
tal card, the balloon reascended, sailing 
Slowly northeast until it came to earth.

So Says Lady Laurier, with Remarks 
on Purchase of Titles.

ST. LOUIS, March 1.—Lady Laurier, 
wife of the Premier of Canada, passed 
through here to-day on her way to Hot 
Springs, Ark. An enterprising: local 
newfpaper asked for her views on the 
democratic ideals of America as com- 
pared with the royal prerogatives of Eu- 
rope. 

“IT haven't observed .anything demo- 


cratic in the ideals of America,’’ she re- 
phed. ‘‘1 don’t say it isn’t mixed enough, 
but Americans display a tar greater 
eagerness and awe tor royal prerogatives 
than do Europeans. Titles are of far 
greater value over here than where peo- 
give un- 
homage to royalty, while in 
European countries their value is not dis- 
proportionate to their station. 

“ What is the ideal in America? When 
‘ou are successful, the first thing you 
uy is a title. There is a very great mar- 
ket for them here. The titled Huropeans 
need the money, require it, in fact, but 
the Americans have no use for titles. 
They have not been very successful in 
possessing them, if we may believe what 
we hear of international marriages. 
‘‘For myself, I do not believe in such 
marriages. I think Americans should 
marry at home, and Europeans do like-

BOY SKATER DROWNS. 


‘Companion Is Rescued as He Is Car- 
ried Over Falls to His Death. 


Charles Smith, aged 11 years, son of 
Dominic Smith, a contractor at Pelham, 
Westchester County, was drowned yester- 
day in the Hutchinson River at Pelham 
after he "had broken through the ice in 
the Pelham Reservoir near the dam. He 


was carried over the falls. His cousin, 
George Smith, was saved from a similar 
fate by the quick action of Vincent Ro- 
senheimer, who ea into the icy wa- 
ter and pulled him ashore. ‘At the same 
‘time he gave the other boy a push, think- 
ing that by so doing he would reach the 
embankment. But the current was so 
strong that he was carried over the falls 
and rawned. 

The boys had not gone more than eight 
or ten yards when the ice gave way be- 
neath them and they were precipftated 
into the water.

SLIDE BURIES TRAIN; 
20 DEAD, 25 MISSING 


Great Northern Express Swept 
from Track Near the Cas- 
cade Tunnel.

SNOW BLOCKS RESCUERS 











Relief Train Able to Get Only Within 
Ten Miles—List of Idaho Slide 
Victims Grows, 





EVERDBETT, Wash., March 1.—The Great 
Northern Spokane Express, that has been 
stalled on the summit of the Cascadé 
Mountains since last Thursday, was 
buried by a slide early to-day. Late re- 
ports say 20 bodies have been recovered, 
25 are missing and 15 or 20 are injured. 
A relief train has gone from Ever- 
ett, but it will not be able to get within 
ten miles of the train. 

The stalled train was about two miles 
west of the west pertal of the Cascade 
tunnel. The track was open to the tun- 
nel, but Supt. O'Neil %f the Great North- 
ern thought the train was safe where it 
stood. Supt. O’Neil’s private car was 
buried, but O'Neil escaped injury. 

At the Great Northern headquarters the 
number of persons on the train is given 
as thirty, Two passengers, who walked 
the ten mules from the blockade before 
the slide, gave the number of passengers 
as fifty-one. Among them are several 
women and children. 

Later advices state that a Great Nor- 
thern transcontinental mail and express 
train, carrying no passengers, and four 
electric motors used to pull the trains 
through the Cascade Tunnel, were also 
swept from the tracks and carried 100 
feet by the avalanche. 

According to reports, there is 18 feet 
oe fsnow at the east end of the Cascade 
Tunnel and fifteen feet at the west end. 

As wires are down information 
meagre. 

A work train, including two locomo- 
tives and a rotary snow plow, was also 
carried off the track. A water tank near 
Wellington station was buried by the 
avalanche, 


SEATTLE, March 1.—Warm wind and 
rain caused rapid melting of snow in the 
Cascade Mountains to-day, bringing slides 
of snow, earth, and rock down on the 
railroad tracks and turning the mountain 
streams into torrents. 

The Northern Pacific canceled two 
trains each way, and its other trains ig- 
nored the time tables and crept cau- 
tiously past points where danger threat- 
ened. he Great Northern is operating 
only one transcontinental train each way 
via Vancouver, ~ the main line being 
blocked for ten miles. 


OGDEN, Utah, March 1.—Flood condj- 
tions almost unprecedented have cut off 
the entire Northwest, and tied up traffic 
on half a dozen transcontinental rail- 
roads. Thaws in the mountains have 
caused avalanches that have swept away 
mountain towns and sections of railroad 
track in various places from Nevada to 
British Columbia, 

The exact number of deaths caused by 
avalanches in the Rockies in Idaho and 
Western Montana probably will not be 
known until the Summer sun melts the 
great masses of snow and ice in the 
canyons into which several mining towns 
were swept. : 

Only one railway is operating into Sait 
Lake City. Several hundred westbound 
passengers are held in Ogden.

SPOKANE, Wash., March 1,—Hundreds 
of miners are to-day trying to dig from 
packed ice, snow, and wreckage the dead 
victims of the six Northern I[daho ava- 
lanches which occurred within the last 
two days. The death list of twenty-four 
yesterday has increased to thirty-one to- 
day, and it is believed more dead will be 
found in the splintered cabins which 
housed the families of tha miners. 

At Mace, where the first avalanche 
struck, eleven are known to be dead and 
eight are badly “injured. At Burke, 
where the second slide ocurred, five are 
known to be dead and two badly injured. 
Such is the chaotic condition in the small 
mining town, however, that the list is be- 
lieved not to be complete. At Carbonate 
Hill, where the third slide occurred, two 
are dead and half a dozen are injured. It 
ig not known how many more are he- 

ath the wreckage. 
ae cot slide at the North Franklin 
mine near Bu?’ke, played a peculiar freak. 
Two men were sleeping in one room of 
a bunk house, and the fromt part of the 
log structure was empty. The avalanche 
tore the whole building to splinters, ex- 
cept the room in which the two men 
were sleeping, and rushing down the 
mountainside, piled up in the gulch be- 
low, not 100 yards from a group of cab- 
ins containing many miners and their 
families. 


TRAIN PLUNGES INTO RIVER. 


Two Are Dead and a Number Injured— 
Dramatic Rescues from Drowning. 


NEW CASTLE, Penn.,, March 1.—One 
man was instantly killed, one died, an- 
other is uneccounted for and believed to 
be dead, and nearly a score of others 
had narrow escapes from instant death 
when the Linesville Accommodation, a 
passenger train on the Erie & Pittsburg 
Division of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
jumped the track near Rock Point Park, 
and plunged down a fifteen-foot embank- 
ment into the ice-filled Beaver River at 
5:05 o’clock this evening. 

The engineer and fireman of the train 
were carried into the river with the loco- 
motive and were rescued by means of a 
long hose. Several members of the res- 


cuin arty slipped into the river, and 
weed hog had to be pulled out. The en- 
gine now lies submerged in the bottom of 
the river, which, owing to the flood, is 
twenty-five’feet deep at that point.

ALLIE, W. IL. detective, of Sharon,

RAY, EARL, baggageman, is the man missing 
and supposed to be dead. 

There were twenty-eight passengers on 
the train at the time of the accident. 
That they were not all killed is considered 
a miracle. The train, made up of a bag- 
gage car, women’s car, rlor car, and 
smoker, was traveling at the rate of twen- 
ty-five miles an hour on the inside track. 
A few minutes before the accident oc- 
curred Ray, the gg gs had crawled 
from his car oP over the coal tender and 
into the cab th WHngineer Ray, who, al- 
though of the same name, is no relation. 
He was standing in the cab, when there 
suddenly came a terrific crash, and the 
train plunged over the embankment into 
the icy waters. 

Ray, standing in the cab, saw Zeliniski 
fall into the river and dived after him. 
Zeliniski came up first and attempted to 
save Martin J. ane. Both went down 
for the second time, and James Ray, th 
engineer of the train, swam to their as- 
sistance. The three of them were in im- 
mment peril of drowning, and Joseph 
Davis went to their assistance. By that 
time a long line of hose was thrown to 
the appearence doomed men, and, cling- 
ing to that, Zeliniski, the Detroit man, 
dragged them to shore.

THOUSANDS HIDDEN 
IN SPINSTER’S HOME 


Living in Pretended Poverty, She 
Had a Fortune Stowed in 
Nooks and Corners. 


























BIBLE STUFFED WITH BILLS 





Her Death Alone Discloses the Wealth 
She Had Been Hoarding for 
Years—House Guarded.

BURLINGTON, N. J., March 1.—Pro- 
fessing abject poverty before the world 
and living more modestly than her poor- 
est neighbors, Miss Elizabeth Hays, &6 
years old, died suddenly last night in the 
midst of a fortune in gold and currency 
which for fifty years she had been secret- 
ing about her old farm house. The real 
truth of Miss Hays’s financial status was 
discovered to-day when the heirs and her 
executor, Lawyer Reginald Branch, made 
a brief search of the house. 

Bed and table linen yielded ten and 
twenty-dollar banknotes by the score. In 
an old cupboard was found several thou- 
sand dollars in gold eagles and double 
eagles. The old family Bible vielded a 
twentv-dollar note from between nearly 
every other leaf. Bed springs, old coffee 
pots, several old purses, and other re- 
cepticles were found to contain hundreds 
of dollars. A conservative estimate of 
the eccentric old woman's wealth is that 
she left an estate valued at more than 
$100,000. 

Every effort was made to keep the dis- 
covery a secret, but the facts leaked out 
through neighbors and were verified 
through authoritative sources to-night. 
Relatives say that Branch is executor of 
the estate, and at his office to-night the 
lawyer admitted the discovery of the 
money and the fact that the estate left 
by the eccentric old woman was large. 

Owing to the rumors flying through the 
neighharheod of the amount of gold and 
other currency discovered in the house, 
armed guards were stationed about the 
place to-night to keep off curious sight- 
seers and guard against robbery. 

A complete search of the old farmhouse, 
sadly in need of repaix, will be made 
early in the morning, and relatives be- 
lieve that a.fortune in addition to the 
theusands of dollars found to-day will be 
discovered. 

The bills found in the Bible bear dates 
of issue shortly after the civil war. De- 
Bpite the fact that it contained hun- 
dreds of dollars, the old book reposed on 
a parior table. 

In a cupboard, among 6dds and ends of 
every description, was a little pasteboard 
box. The investigators were about to toss 
this aside, when a jingle of coin drew 
their attention and they raised the ld, to 
discover the box filled with gold coins 
amounting to nearly $800. Old salt bags 
and leather wallets filled with gold were 
picked from an odd assortment of trash. 

In different receptacles a thousand old 
coins of coppér, nickel, silver, and gold 
alloys, minted in a dozen different coun- 
tries in the last two centuries, were dis- 
covered. 

Even the beds gave up hidden wealth. 
Rolls of banknotes, all of large denomina- 
tion, were found stuffed between the mat- 
teresses, and mixed in with them were 
packages of civil War currency known 
as ‘‘ shin plasters.’’ Lifting sonie napkins 
from a cupboard shelf some of the linen 
dropped to the floor disclosing several 
ten-dollar notes hidden between the neat- 
ly ironed folds. | 

Although she was known among her 
neighbors as eccentric, Miss Hays was 
never regarded as a miser. Like many of 
the old residents of this section, she had 
little faith in banks, but none of her 
relatives or friends ever imagined she | 
had stored up the savings of a lifetime 
in her own home. It is evident, however, 
that Miss Hays had thus saved for dec- 
ades. Many of the old banknotes Bearin 
early dates, almost crumbled to dus 
when found, and it will take an expert 
to decipher their value. 

In addition to the cash discovered, neigh. 
bors say the house contains much silver 
plate. Rare old furniture is in every 
room, and paintings that belonged to an- 
cestors of Miss Hays adorn the dingy 
walls. A curio collector is said to have 
offered Miss Hays a large sum for a sin- 
gle picture that hangs in the parlor only 
a few weeks ago, but she refused to part 
with it, declaring it was a family heir- 
loom. 

One of the first to visit the old farm- 
house, which stanGs on the river bank 
about four miles from Burlington, to-day, 
was Schuyler Rainier, the farmer of Flor- 
ence township whose lack of faith in sav- 
ings banks resulted in the famous daylight 
robbery of an old safe in which he kept 
his wealth last Fall. Rainier, who lives 
about three miles from the Hays farm, 
was a cousin and one of the few living 
relatives of Miss Hys. The lack of faith 
in banks seems to be a family trait. 

Miss Hays was a member of one of the 
oldest Burlington County families. She 
is said to have left a will, but nothing is 
known of its contents. 


DOCTOR USES A HATCHET. — 


Operation He Performed Was on Two 
Wheels of a Rival’s Buggy. 


The feeling between Dr. J. Jay Hunt 
and Dr. James W. Ware, Bayonne physi- 
cians, was not enhanced vesterday when 
Dr. Hunt with his little hatchet chopped 
away the spokes in two wheels of Dr. 
Ware’s buggy while the latter was at- 
tending a patient on the floor above where 
Dr. Hunt lives, at 949 Avenue C. For a 
year the two doctors have been engaged 
in a legal fight growing out of a partner- 
ship agreement which each claims the 
other violated. 

When he made his call Dr. Ware left 
his horse and buggy in charge of a small 
colored boy.

LAST ROCKEFELLER 
OUT OF U. §. STEEL 


Announcing That Their Holdings 
No Longer Justify His Giving 
Time to the Directorate. 








PROFITS THEY HAVE DRAWN 





For $25,500,000 Par Lake Superior 
Stock Taken Into the Combination 
Possibly Some $68,850,000 
Cash Was Taken Out. 


— 





The resignation of John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., from the Board of Directors of the 
United States Steel Corporation, marking 
the complete severance of Standard Oil 
connection with the steel company, was 
announced Yesterday by E. H. Gary, 
Chatrman of the corporation, who made 
this official explanation of Mr. Rocke- 
feller's withdrawal: 

“Mr, Rockefeller, Jr., states that the 
only reason for his resignation is that the 
holdings of stock in the company by mem- 
bers of, his family are not sufficiently 
large to justify his giving any time or at- 
tention to the affairs of the corporation.” 

Standard Oil interests had been repre- 
sented in United States Steel from its or- 
ganization in 1901, John D. Rockefeller, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and Henry H 
Rogers having entered the first Board 
of Directors following the sale to the cor- 
puration of their controlling holdings of 
the Lake Superior Consolidated Iron Minés 
stock. Mr, Rockefeller. Sr., resigned sev- 
éral years ago when he withdrew almost 
completely from business affairs: Mr. 
Rogers's death removed the second Stand- 


‘ard Oil representative from the board. Mr. 


Rockefeller, 
chapter. 

It is a tranquil close to a story which 
Wall Street at one time thonght would 
prove one of the most exciting of its long 
series of stirring tales. For in the original 
organization of the steel combination. no 
provision was made for the inclusion of 
the Lake Superior Consolidated Iron Mines 
Company, a concern capitalized at $29,- 
425,940, and which under the Rockefeller 
guidance ha@ gathered in the greatest 
known iron ore deposits in the Mesaba, 
Minn., range, and kad built a railroad 125 
miles long, to bring their Gutput to Du- 
luth, at the head of Lake Superior. The 
Carnegie Company had lease@ some of the 
Lake Superior’s mines, and the ore com- 
pany held so strong a position that Wall 
Street, when it was not named among 
the concerns first mentioned as about to 
enter the combine, had many misgivings. 

These were not allayed by reports of 
impending battle between the new cor- 
poration and the Standard Oil people, who 
were even alleged to be on the point of 
forming a gigantic rival to fight the 
trust. In February, 1901, negotiations 
were entered into which succeeded so 
well that in April J. P. Morgan & Co., 
as managers of the syndicate promoting 
the Steel Corporation, made a public offer 
of $135 in the new Steel preferred and $135 
in the common for each $100 of Lake 
Superior Consolidated stock, the offer 
itself containing this statement: 

‘‘ Arrangements have already been made 
for the acquisition upon the above basis 
of more than &5 per cent. of the stock of 
the Lake Superior Consolidated Iron 
Mines. embracing therein the interests of 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller.” 

This was regarded as a peace pact, and 
nothing more was heard of a Rockefeller- 
Morgan clash over Steel until the depres- 
sion of 1903-4, when Wall Street, seeing 
Steel common sell down steadily from the 
50’s to below 10, insisted that Standard 
Oil was at last ‘‘after’’ Steel in earnest. 
If the Street was right the quest failed. 
Never has there been since that time any 
question of the absolute ascendancy of 
the Morgan interests in Steel. 

If the statement quoted from the Mor- 
gan & Co, circular of April, 1901, regard- 
ing the acquisition of the Rockefeller in- 
terests in Lake Superior is construed lib- 
erally it may be assumed that the 
‘* Rockefeller interests ’’ in Lake Superior 
made up 85 per cent. of the total of the 
concern’s stock of nearly $30,000,000. This 
is probably not far from the truth, as 
Standard Oil dominated the company, its 
officers and Directors being composed 
only of me nwith Standard Oil affilia- 
tions. 

Using that percentage, 85, as a basis, it 
is possible to estimate the amounts of 
United States Steei common and pre- 
ferred which the Rockefeller interests 
must have. liquidated in order to comply 
with the conditions forming the reasons 
for Mr. Rockefeller, Jr.’s, resignation 
from the Steel Directorate, which were as 
Judge Gary explained, that the holdings 
of Steel shares by ‘‘ members of his fam- 
ily is not sufficiently large.’’ 

For their 255,000 shares of Lake Superior 
the Rockefeller interests must have re- 


ceived, under the offer of 135 of Steel pre- 
ferred and 185 of Steel common, 344,250 
shares of each class of Steel stock. Trans- 
lated in terms of dollars at par this meant 
$34,425,000 of Steel preferred and $34,- 
425,000 of Steel common. If advantage 
could have been taken of the highest 
market prices to do so the Rockefeller 
interests might have obtained an average 
of practically par on the combined 
amount of both stocks, or $68,850,000 for 
their original $25,500,000 par value of 
Lake Superior stock. 

The further question raised in Wall 
Street’s mind by yesterday’s announce- 
ment was whether last year’s rise in Steel 
common to practically $95 a share had 
inducéd profit taking on the Rockefeller 
holdings, and therefore led to the fam- 
ily’s passing from the Steel Corporation's 
affairs.

Seeks Final Order in Her Divorce Suit 
in White Plains. 


WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., March 1L— 
Counsel for Mrs. Ava Willing Astor filed 
a note of issue to-day for a motion to 
make permanent the interlocutory decree 
of divorce she obtained from Col. John 
Jacob Astor, granted by Justice Mills at 
New City, in Rockland County, more than 
three months ago. The application sets 
forth that Mrs. Astor will appear before 
Justice Mills on Friday next and ask that 
the final decree be granted in her behalf. 

A clerk from the law firm of Strong & 
Cadwalader of 40 Wall Street, New York, 
counsel for Mrs. Astor, filed the applica- 
tion in the County Clerk’s Office, and the 
matter will come before Supreme Court 
Justice Mills at a special term here next 
Friday. 

When Mrs. Astor obtained the inter- 
locutory decree from Justice Mills she had 
three months in which to make the appli- 
edtion for the permanent decree. The time 
limit would have expired next Friday.

PINGHOT'S VERAGITY 


Write Dolliver Letter — Ex- 
Forester Thinks He Did. 





PINCHOT ADMITS MJSTAKES 





Made Misstatements in Letter to Taft 
-—Based Attack on Ballinger on Let 
ter Secretary’s Partner Wrote.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—Gifford Pin- 
chot was under attack to-day in the Bal- 
linger-Pinchot Ymquiry. Secretary Wilson 
took the stand and flatly contradicted tes- 
timony which Mr. Pinchot had given @ 
few minutes before as to whether ‘the Sec- 
retary had authorized him to write to 
Senator Dolliver the letter which result- | 
ed in his own dismissal. 

‘ Karlier in the day Mr. Pinchot admitted 
that he had based his charge against Mr. 
Ballinger of deceiving President Taft on 
@ letter written not by Mr. Ballinger, but 
by the Secretary’s former law partner, 
Judge Ronald of Seattle. Senator Nelson 
asked Mr. Pinchot if it was not true that 
Mr. Ballinger, in submitting the Ronald 
letter to the President, supposedly as @ 
part of his defense, had not previously _ 
written to the President the actual facts 
about the statements contained in the 


letter. Mr. Pinchot admitted that this 
was so. > 

Mr. Pinchot’s third reversal came just 
before the close of to-day’s session. He 
was compelled to admit that three state-\ 
ments he made in his letter to President 
Taft introducing Louis Glavis were whe: 
true. They were mistakes, Mr. Pinchot 
said. 

Mr. Pinchot tried to avoid a contro- 
versy with Secretary Wilson. He refused, 
until ordered by the whole committee to; 
do so, to answer questions about the con< 
versation he had with Secretary Wilson 
just prior to his sending the letter to’ 
Senator Dolliver. At last he described the 
conversation. The upshot of it was that 
he believed he had obtained the Secre- 


tary’s permission to write and send that 
letter. 


Wilson Takes the Stand. 


Immediately upon the conclusion of Mr, 
Pinchot’s testimony as to the ,:matter, 
Secretary Wilson took the stand. He 
launched at once into a vehement denia! 
that he had given Mr. Pinchot permissior 


to send the letter to Senator Dolliver. 
His appearance was ‘highly dramatic, and 
the crowded committee room listened with 
breathless interest. The old man leaned 
forward in the elevated witness chair, 
gesticulating vehemently. Speaking with 
sxplosive for he exclaimed: 

“He nevér®got my consent. There 
were two things in that letter which... 
would have made my consent to it Im- 
possible. He put himself in the position 
of a superior court as to what was in 
the President’s mind and he assumed 
what authority I had as to discipline of 
subordinates in my department.”’ 

That was perfectly clear and emphatic, 
and it .seemed that the denial of Mr. 
Pinchot’s testimony was complete. But 
Secretary Wilson, under cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Pepper, counsel for Mr. Pin- 
chot, and by different members of the 
committee, made a number of admis- 
sions and denials which flatly contra- 
dicted themselves. He said first that 
there had been no conversation such as 
Mr. Pinchot had described. Later he said 
that they had talked about the letter to 
Mr. Dolliver. Then he said it had not 
referred to the things Mr. Pinchot had 
described, and then said that he had ear- 
nestly advised Mr. Pinchot not to send 
such a.letter. 

The net result of Mr. Pinchot’s testi!- 
many regarding Judge Ronald's letter was 
to leave the impression that Mr. Pinchot 
had failed, so far as that part of his case 
was concerned, to show that Mr. Ballin- 
ger had deceived or attempted to deceive 
the President. he worst that he had 
shown was possibly that Mr. Ballinger, 
having written the truth to the President 
in that matter, had been willing to let 
his former partner write inexactly for 
possible publication. 

In another matter, however, Mr. Pinchot 
gave testimony intended to show that Mr. 
Rallinger had deceived the Presidént. 
hat was in regard:to the clear listing 
of the Cunningham coal claims for patent 
Mr. Pinchot testified that in December, 
1907, very soon after the Morgan-Guggen- 
heim syndicate had telegraphed Clarence 
Cunningham that it would exercise its 
option on the Alaska coal land claims ex- 
Gov. Moore of Washington, a member of 
and counsel for the Cunningham group, 
came to Washington and saw Mr. Ballin- 
ger, who was then Commissioner of the 
General Land Office. 

Shortly after that interview, said Mr. 
Pinchot, Mr. Ballinger himself ordered 
the clear listing of the Cunningham claims 
to patent. Mr. Pinchot testified that Mr. 
Ballinger had not told the President that 
he was the one who had ordered this clear 
listing, and in this respect he had dee 
ceived the President. 


Pinchot’s Charge Challenged. 
A decided surprise came in the develope 
ment that Mr. Pinchot’s charge that 
Mr. Ballinger had in his reply to the 
President made statements that were 
‘‘absolutely false in three essential par- 


ticulars’’ were not based upen’Mr. Bal- 
linger’s letter, but upon a letter written 
by Mr. Ballinger’s former law partner, 
J. T. Ronald, to Dr. Lyman Abbott. Mr. 
Ballinger had sent this letter to the 
President ‘‘as a part of his defense, 
‘‘according to Mr. Pinchot. im 
Mr. Ronald in his letter, -said that 
without knowledge of the records he felt 
no hesitation in contending in behalf of 
Mr. Ballinger that (1) Special Agent Jones 
never made a report dealing with the 
Cunningham claims; that () the order 
revoking the clearing list of the Cun- 
ningham claims was not based upon @ 
protest by Glavis, and that (8) Mr. Bal- 
linger never appeared before a Congres- 
sional Committee in the interest of any 
Alaska claimants, Mr. Pinchot said it 
appeared from a copy of Mr. Ronald’s 
letter, which he read, that Mr. Ronald 
based his statements on a magazine ar- 
ticle containing ‘charges against which 
were noted the marginal notes “no” in 
Mr. Ballinger’s handwriting. ¢ 
Mr. Pinchot said that Jones in his testi- 
mony before the committee showed he 
had reported on the Cunningham claims; 
that Mr. Ballinger admitted in a letter 
to the President that the clear Hsting 
order was revoked on the protest of 
Glavis, and that Mr. Ballinger in his 
testimony before a Congressional com- 
mittee referred to a group of thirty-three 
claims which could “have meant only the 
Cunningham interests. 
Senator Filetcher—Why do you base° 
charges of falsehood against Mr. Bal- 
linger on a letter written by some one 
else? 
Mr. Pinchot—Because he annotated the 
letter and transmitted it, so annotated, 
to the President as @ part of his de- 
fense to charges made by me in my let- 
ter of Nov. 4. 

Senator Fletcher—You mean to say that 
Secretary Ballinger vouched for this let-

Mr. Pinchot—I could draw no other con- 
clusions, 

Senator Nelson—Don't you know, as ag 
matter of fact, that before transmitting 
this Ronald letter to the President Mr. 
Ballinger himself had made a statement 
to the President in which he covered 
these three points and in which he stated 
the actual facts? 

Mr. Pinchot—Yes. 
Senator Nelson—Then how do you say 
that he willfully attempted to deceive the 
President by transmitting this letter? 
Mr. Pinchot—I do not know the working 
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af Mr. Ballinger’s mind, and I do- not at- 
mpt to reconcile the two occurrences. 


Secretary Wilson Called. 

Marly in the afternoon session it became: 
evident from Mr. Pinchot's testimony that 
he was leading up to the circumstances 
attending the writing of the letter to Sen- 


ator Dolliver, upon which President Taft 
demanded Mr. Pinchot’s resignation. 

“I have a ietter from Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wilson waxing be desires to be 

resent when any testimony is given as 

o the Dolliver letter,’’ said Chairman 
Nelson. 

The ¢xamination was turned aside, and 
a message requesting the immediate pres- 
ence of the Secretary was sent. 

When Secretary Wilson arrived Mr. Pin- 
chot read into evidence his letter to Sen- 
ator Dolliver. 

After the committee had instructed Mr. 
Pinchot to reply to questions as to ‘wheth- 
er Secrétary Wilson had authorized him 
to write his letter to Senator Dolliver, 

r. Pinchot was asked: | 

“Did you consult with the Secretary 
before sending that letter?’’ repeated 
Chairman. Nelson. 

ee ee : 

The witness proceeded to explain his 
answer by saying that he went to Secre- 
tary Winson’on Jan. 3 and tola him Sen- 
ator Dolliver had requested information 
from the Forest Service and that the 
Secretary made no objection. 

We discussed at some length the right 
of Senator. Dolliver to get the informa- 
tion from me. As to the President’s or- 
der forbidding subordinates ‘to give infor- 
mation to Congress, Secretary Wilson 
said: -‘ You and I will have no trouble 
about that order,’ or words to that effect. 
I believed I had his consent. I described 
to him the situation as to the controversy 
between the Interior Department and the 
Forest. Service. I told him of the inten- 
tion of our opponents to magnify what 
had been done by Messrs. Price and Shaw 
and that I thought the only, wise thing 
for us to do was to.Jay our hand down 
on the table, admit what we had done, 
and force the Congressional oguity to 
the points it ought to devote itself. 

‘‘I was convinced that Secretary Wil- 
son favored my effort to defend Price 
and Shaw, although he did not favor my 
plan of getting publicity at the same time 
the other side did. I felt I had, however, 
secured his permission to write to Senator 
Dolliver.’ 


Contradicts Pinchot. 


The cross-examination of Mr. Pinchot 
was delayed until Secretary Wilson, who 
desired to take the stand at once, could 
be heard. The grizzled old official was 
plainly agitated when he took the oath as 
@ witness, and when he began to testify 
his voice was high pitched and strained. 

Mr. Vortrees, counsel for Secretary Bal- 
linger, undertook the direct examination. 

‘““You have heard what Mr. Pinchot has 
eaid; have you any statement to make?”’ 
he asked. 

‘‘Some of the things Mr. Pinchbot has 
gaid here—a good many of them,’’ began 
Secretary Wilson, ‘‘ are correct. But there 
are other things that are not correct.’’ 
The Secretary brought his fist down on 
the table with a resounding whack. He 
then continued: 

‘‘He never got my consent to send that 
Jetter to the Senate. There are two things 
fn it that would have made it impossibl« 
for me to have given my consent. He at- 
tempted to review and judge the mental 
processes of the President. He also as- 

‘sumed the authority that was mine tg 
discipline officers of my department. 

‘‘Ever since that order by the Presf- 
Gent, it has been the custom when Con- 
gressmen ask for information from the 
officers of my department to come to mé 
and tell me that a Congressman wanted 
to know this or that. I have always told 
them to go ahead and give the necessary 
information. Nobody ever came to me, 
however, and Mr. Pinchot siays he did, 
to get a general order to send in anything 
they pleased. 

‘Mr. Pinchot didn't tell me he was 

oing to send a letter of that kind, deal- 
ng with the President. He said he. was 

oing to send something to Senator Dol- 
iver regarding departmental matters. If 
he had said he was going to pass upon 
the President and to judge the confession 
made to him by Mr. Price, I don’t think 
he would have ever sent that letter. They 
kept this Shaw business from me. 
didn’t know anything about it. 

‘* Now, gentlemen, I know comparative- 
ly nothing of what you are considering 
here. I have read something about it in 
the papers and know what the President 
has said. Mr. Pinchot wants you to 
believe that because I raised no objection 
to him writing letters to Senator Dolliver 
regarding departmental matters that he 
had a right to write what he did. He had 
no such authority from me. I knew noth- 
ing of it. 

‘The question before this committee is, 
‘Did he have my consent to write that 
leiter?’ He did not. I never saw it. 
never heard of it until I read it in The 
Congressional Record.”’ 

Could Not Forgive Him. 

The cross-examination of Secretary Wil- 
£0n was begun by Attorney Pepper, but 
it was soon taken out of his hands by 
the four Democratic members of the com- 
mittee who teok turns about in plying 
the Cabinet officer with questions. 

In reply to Attorney Pepper, Secretary 
Wilson said he would have forgiven Mr. 
Pinchot for his assumption of authority 
to discipline subordinates of the Forest 
Service, but that he could not forgive the 
aspersions on the President. 

Senator Purcell asked Secretary Wilson 
if he had not specifically talked over the 
Dolliver letter with Mr. Pinchot. The Sec- 
retary declared he had not. 

‘““Do vou think I would have agreed,” 
he demanded, ‘‘that he should insult the 
President of the United States and exer- 
cise my authority over subordinates? ”’ 

Secretary Wilson admitted, under a per- 
fect hail of interrogations, that he did 
talk with Mr. Pinchot about a letter to 
Senator Dolliver, but insisted always that 
he supposed the letter was to be simply 
about departmental affairs. 

“Of course, Mr. Pinchot,” he added 
‘*mav have had things in his mind that 
T didn’t. He was up in this work and f 
was not.”’ 

Attorney Pepper—You did acquiesce fn 
Mr. Pinchot writing a letter such as you 
understood he was going to write? 

Secretary Wilson—Not such a letter as 
he did write. T earnestly advised against 
that method of bringing things about. 

Attorney Pepper—If Mr. Pinchot wasn’t 
going to send the kind of a letter he did, 
what was it you objected to? 

Secretary Wilson—I have told you what 
I objected to. I am not going to contra- 
dict Mr. Pinchot any more than I have 
to. But the truth is the truth. I have 
the same painful sentiment that he ex- 
pressed about this controversy. 


Pinchot Admits Mistakes. 


Secretary Wilson was here excused and 
the cross-examination of Mr. Pinchot was 
begun by Attorney Vertrees.

DYING MAN TRANSFERRED. 


Coroner Investigating Farrell’s Re- 
moval from J. Hood Wright Hospital.. 


Coroner Schongut of the Bronx an- 
nounced last night that he should begin 
to-day a rigid investigation into the trans- 
fer on Monday of Matthew Farrell, a 
patient in J. Hood Wright Hospital, from 
that institution to Lincoln Hospital, where 
he died yesterday. The Coroner said that 
the man had blood poisoning, and that in 
his mind there was no doubt that his 
death was hastened if not partly caused 
by the removal. 

Supt. Martines and Dr. L. C. Dubois of 
the J. Hood Wright Hospital will be sub- 
peonaed, the Coroner said, and he will 
require them to bring the records and 
temperature charts in Farrell's case. He 
a that to move a dying man was crim- 
nal. 

The night clerk at the J. Hood Wright 
Hospital said that Farrell was brought 
there on Feb. 22 after being picked up at 
Ninety-sixth Street and Columbus Ave- 
nue, where he-had received a compound 
fracture of the left leg in an accident. 
As the hospital Is an emergency one, 
having but forty beds, the clerk said it 


was customary to transfer all cases which 
demand long treatment. The _ records 
showed that Farrell developed erysipelas 
and delirium tremens. For that reason 
it was determined to send him to Belle- 
vue, and he was driven in the ambulance 
to the pier at 126th Street and the Harlem 
River to take the Bellevue boat.

Philadelphia Transit Company 
Rejects Peace Plan Offered 
by Business Interests. 








PRESSURE WILL CONTINUE 





Strong Political and Financial Influence 
Brought to Bear—Unions Prepare 
for a General Strike.

PHILADELPHIA, March = 1.—Deter- 
mined efforts to bring about arbitration 
of the street car strike, which were be- 
gun by powerful business interests on 
Monday, continued to-day without result. 
President Kruger of the Rapid Transit 
Company, following a day of conferences, 





declared to-night that there had been no 
change in the opinion of the Directors, 

Powerful political, financial, and com- 
mercial forces, however, will continue the 
pressure to end the present Interruption 
of the normal life of the city without 
disastrous complication of a general 
stirke. 

Market Street merchants, headed by 
Ellis Gimbel and Jacob D. Lit, conducted 
to-day’s negotiations for peace. They had 
made a. beginning on Monday and re- 
Sumed their efforts at 11 o'clock this 
morning when they conferred with George 
H. Earle in hig office in the West End 
Trust Building. ° 

While the actual result of the confer- 
ence was carefully guarded, it is believed 
that Mr. Earle laid before the Directors a 
tentative proposal probably to the effect 
that the company consent to resume ne- 
gotiations with the strikers, The only 
result was this brief statement: 


March 1, 1910, 

At the conclusion of an informal con- 
ference of Philadelphia Rapid Transit Di- 
rectors to-day, Mr. Kruger stated that the 
company has not changed and will not in 
anyway change its attitude with respect to 
arbitration already outlined in ita reply

INSURANCE FRAUDS EXPOSED. 


Fraternal Organizations Victimized by 
“Graveyard” Policies.

MINNEAPOLIS, March 1.—National of- 
ficers of several fraterna) {insurance com- 
panies in Minneapolis and St. Paul are 
investigating what they belleve is a- 
wholesale conspiracy to defraud the com- 
panies by ‘“‘ graveyard insurance.” On 
what they have already found the frater- 
nal men say that a regular svstem of 








fraud has been practiced in getting fro-! 
ternal insurance through membership in| 


local lodges. They believe the evidence 


points to persons who have had office in 
lodges and have been responsible for pass. 
ing on candidates. 

In some cases the persons insured are 
eaid to be parties to the fraud, and to 
have procured insurance by false state- 
ments as to their age. In other cases the 
insufed persons say they were ignorant 
of the frauds. The belief is that their 
names were used by the conspirators, 
who caused the issuance of policies to 
persons in feeble health or advanced 
years ang collected in case of death. 

The Knights and Ladies of Security are 
the most deeply concerned in the investi- 
gation, and it is estimated that they have 
200 policies outstanding that ‘have been 
obtained by fraudulent means. The Court 
of Honor of Springfield, Ill., has probably 
100 —— under investigation.

TAX IS CONSTITUTIONAL. 

PRESIDENT TAFT.—The decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of 
Spreckels * * * seems clearly to es- 
tablish the principle that such a tax 
as this is an excise tax upon privilege 
and not a direct tax on property, and 
is within the Federal power without 
apportionment, according to. popula- 
tion. 

UNITED STATES SUPREME

tor’s office late in the afternoon, said 
that le represented five real estate com- 
papnies which had been unable to get up 
their reports in time. He had called in 
the morning and told the Collector that 
he wished to get an extension of time for 
a corporation which he represented, He 
was told to call a little later. When he 
returned and the Collector was told that 
five extensions insteed of one were want- 
ed the lawyer was told that his request 
would not be considered. 

Collector Anderson explained that he 
had held all along that the power to grant 
extensions was intended to relieve corpo- 
rations which were unfortunately situated 
and not for those which were dilatory or 
negligent. 

‘* Neither was it intended for those cor- 
porations which desired to have their 
time extended until after the first case 
on the constitutionality of the corporation 
tax law is argued before the United States 
Supreme Court in Washington, which is 
on the calendar for March 14,”’ he said. 

Several New Jersey corporations have 
filed their returns with Collector Ander- 
son. He explained this by saying that 
numerous corporations organized under 
the New Jersey laws have offices in this 
district, but have their principal places 
of business in Porto Rico, Hawali, or Ma- 
nilla. Some of these were in doubt when 
they should file reports, especially as 
New Jersey collectors had refused to re- 
gard those corporations as having their 
principal offices in New Jersey. 

* Although their principal offices were 
in this district,’’ said Mr. Anderson yes- 
terday. ‘‘in several instances I permitted 
them to file reports here in order that 
they would not have to hawk their re- 
turns around from district to district.” 

There are supposed to be between 15,000 
and 20,000 corporations in this district. 
The actual number could not be learned 
by the Collector and his men.

WARM TIME IN CHICAGO. 


Protesters Take It Out on Collector— 
Many Delinquent Corporations.

CHICAGO, March 1.—Seventeen thou- 
sand blanks for reports under the Fed- 
eral corporation tax law were mailed to 
companies in the northern district of Illi- 
nois on Des. 17 last. When the office of 
the Collector of Internal Revenue was 
opened this morning less than 7,000 re- 
ports had been returned. When the of- 
fice closed at midnight the total was al- 
most 13,000. Many corporations withheld 
their reports until the last moment, evi- 
dently expecting an order from Washing- 
ton extending the time for filing thirty 
days. 

Of the 4,000 concerns to which blanks 
were sent but which did not respond, about 
8,000 are thought to have gone out ot 
business or to have their principal place 
of business in some other State. Several 
hundred have applied for an extension of 
time under the law. This leaves about 
1,000 corporations subject 
the law stands and is ¢« 
the maximum fines in the Chicago district 
alone may be $5,000,000. 

The task of receiving 6,000 reports in 
one day was & severe one. Only the fact 
that most of them came by mail saved 
the internal revenue office from annihila- 
tion. Hitherto most of the returns have 
been pleasantly made. But to-day many 
protestants demanded interviews with Col- 
lector Henry L. Hertz. These interviews 
usually began as lurid denunciations of 
Governmental invasion of private affairs 
and ended with a joke, for Collector Hertz 
is large and jovial. 

Mr. Hertz said that the apoplectic mill-

Few Delinquents in Ohlo.

A NEW CORPORATION TAX. 


Rhode Island Commission Would im. 
pose it on Stock Values. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 1.—A law* 
imposing a State tax of 48 cents on each 
$100 of the ‘‘fair cash value” of the 
stock of every domestic corporation is 
recommended by the Legislative Tax Law 
Revision Commission, which to-day re- 
ported to the Legislature. 

The commission, composed of five mem-« 
bers of the Legislature, has been at work 
for nearly a year. The commission favors 
the creation of the office of State Tax 
Commissioner with a salary of not more 
than $5,000. Among its other recommen- 
dations are: A collateral inheritance tax, 
separate listing of realty and personalty, 
systematic revaluation of the rateable 
property of the State at regular intervals 
and taxation of tangible personal] property 
in the cities or towns where such property 
is located.

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TOWNS IN DARKNESS 
DUE T0 THE FLOODS 


Mohawk Valley’s Gas Supply {s 
Cut Off—Herkimer Asks 
for State Aid. 








HUDSON HIGH AT ALBANY 





Eig hteen Feet Above Normal and Still 
Rising—Railroad and Trolley 
Traffic Affected. 





UTICA, N. Y., March 1.—Without heat, 
light, or drinking water, and with the 
food supply getting limited, the village 
of Herkimer is in a sorry plight to-night. 
The people of the village are overwhelmed 
by the disastrous ntagnitude of the flood, 
and there is little immediate prospect of 
the water receding. Practically every 
street in the village is under water, and 
but few of the houses can be reached by 
boats. 

The key to the situation seems to be in 
the ice pack which is choking the passage 
of western Canada creeks under the 
bridges of the New York Central Rail- 
road and the Utica & Mohawk Valley 
Railway. Hundreds of pounds of dyna- 
mite were exploded there to-day, but the 
jam is still intaet. Until this is broken 
the village will continue t» suffer. The 
jam has forced the creek out of its chan- 
nel, and it has spread over the entire vil- 
lage. 

Late this afternoon Mayor Grogan or- 
dered the saloons of the village. closed, 
and there was a prompt response. All of 
the Manufacturing establishments have 
been closed for two days, and nearly all 
of the retail stores closed to-day. 

The city water has been turned off, 
and, with water surrounding them on all 
Sides, the people of the village truly have 
none to drink. The food supply is getting 
short, and no relief measures have as 
yet been taken in this direction. To- 
night the gas supply was turned off. The 
supply of oil is meagre compared witn 
the demand, and most people are now 
using candles. 

To-day Mayor Grogan 
Hughes for relief from the State, 
received a reply that a force of 
would be sent from the Publie Works De- 
partment. They had not arrived this 
evening. 

Engineers from Utica and other places 
went to Herkimer to-day and offered their 
serviees, but after examining conditions 
were quite unanimous in the 
that they would not improve immediately. 
The current of the water which is flow- 
ing through the village Is strong, and it 
is undermining many of the buildings. 
The property damage, already enormous, 
is inereasing every hour. 

kk. L. Jackson, President of the Herki- 
mer Business Men's Association, in a 
telegram to Secretary J. 8S. Cole of the 
Utica Chamber of Commerce, says: 

“ At this time we cannot measure the 
great loss sustained by our people, but 
ean only say that among those of small 
and moderate means we believe the loss 
by flood will be the greatest ever experi- 
enced by any community in the Empire 
State,” 

Other towns in the flond-swept Mohawk 
Valley are in darkness to-night, except 
for the twinkle of oil lamps and candles. 
The gas supply, which comes from Utica, 
has been turned off because of a break in 
the main. Herkimer was particularly hard 


hit, because many residents use gas for 
fuel and cooking. 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., March k--Gov. H 
to-day received a telegram from Presi- 
dent T. H. Grogan of ine village of Her- 
kimer requesting aid on account of flo6d 
conditions. The telegram said that four- 
fitths of the vHlage were under water, and 
that conditions were desperate. The De- 
partment of Public Works was notified 
and its employes at Utiea, Frankfort, and 
Oneida were wired to hurry to Herkimer 
with dynamite to blow up.the ice gorge 
in West Canada Creek and to render any 
other assistance possible. 


ALBANY, March 1.—The Hudson River 
to-night is eighteen feet above normal 
level, and is still rising. The southern 
rortien of the city lying along the river 
is inundated, and people are vacating the 
lower floors of their houses. Steamboat 
Square is under water, and the river is 
slowly creeping up toward the Federal 
suilding at the corner of State Street and 
Broadway. Merchants and residents of 
the flooded district have been at work all 
day removing their wares and household 
geods to places of saféty. 

The high water has greatly interfered 
with railroad traffic. The New York 
Central line between Fonda and Herkimer 
is tied up and trains are being run over 
the West Shore. Delaware & Hudson 
trains are unable to reach the station 
here, and the cars of the Albany Southern 
electric lines are held up by the water 
south of the city. The United Traction 
Company is unable to operate cars on 
South Broadway. 

Telegraph and persone companies are 
experiencing difficulties in keeping their 
lines in operation. Hotels in the flood 
district are having difficulty in keeping 
up steam, and portable boilers are in de 
mand. 


ROCHESTER, WN. Y., March 1.—The 
Genesee River went over its banks at 
Geneseo at'9 o'clock this morning, and 
there has been a rise in it since, and it 
is now only 18 inches below the high- 
water mark of July, 1902. Much lowland 
between Geneseo and Mount Morris is 
under water, and the water has entered 
houses and caused farmers to drive théir 
cattle away. Blasting is being done be- 
tween Mount Morris and Cuylerville. The 
Dansville & Mount Morris Road has been 
unable to run trains to-day. In Rochester 
the situation is not yet threatening. 


BINGHAMTON, N. Y.; March 1.—Six 
or eight immense ice gorges, at different 
points along the Susquehanna and Che- 
nango Rivers, above this city. have caused 
much apprehension and some damage. 
Several of the jams broke this afternoon, 
and partially relieved conditions, but 
makine the situation more serious at 
Lanesboro and at Stillwater, ten miles 
east of this city, where the fam _ still 
holds. Dynamite has been used in many 
places to break the ice. 

The rivers have overflowed their banks 
in many places, and in almost every town 
people have been driven from their homes 
on the lowlands, rescue by boats being 
necessary at Riverside, Great Bend, and 
Portchane, 

The large highwav! bridge across the 
Chenango River et Chenango Bridge. five 
miles north of Binghamton, was taken 
out this afternoon, when an ice gorge 
above it broke. A new highway bridge 
across Thomas Brook, near Chenango 
Bridge. was carried away. The rivers 
are still rising to-night, and are the high- 
est since the bie flood in 1802. 

At 9 o'clock the Chenango broke over 
Front Street in this city. inundating the 
entire First Ward, drivine many fami- 
lies from their homes and doing many 
thousands of dollars’ damage to several) 
hundred houses, the lower floors of which 
are flooded.

POULTRY DEALERS HAULED UP 


Grand Jury Wants to Know If There 
is a High-Price Combination. 


A new phase of the general rise in food 
prices was brought yesterday before the 
Grand Jury. It has been alleged that cer- 


tain dealers in kosher poultry have band- 
ed together to force up the price of fowls. 
Kosher poultry constitutes a separate 
trade from ordinary poultry. 

By the Jewish law the fowls must be 
consumed within a short time after 
slaughter, and consequentiy the fowls are 
brought alive to New York, and the sup- 
ply continues the year around, for the or- 
dinary market slaughtered poultry is usu- 
ally shipped*® in and held in cold storage 
for all but one or two months in the year, 
the ecntention of the producers being that 
not only is the price of fowls thus equal- 
ized between the lentiful and scarce 
months in the year, but the quality of the 
poultry supplied to the public in Winter 
is much improved. 

George G. Brown, Secretary of the New 
York Licensed Poultry Commission Mer- 
chants’ Association, was brought before 
the Grand Jury and questioned by 
Assistant Distsict Attorney De Ford. It 
is understood that he was examined with 
the idea of bringing out that the dealers 
who bring live poultry to the New York 
market have an arrangement among them- 
selves by which the supply is regulated 
so as to produce a higher level of prices.

Sliding along at the rate of nine or ten 
miles an hour, the first car crashed 
squarely into the rear car of the stalled 
train. Phillips stuck to his post and all 
the time tugged at the brake and the use.

MAYOR INTERCEDES 
FOR A POLICEMAN 


Mounted Man Saves Himself by 
Making a Clean Breast of 
a Clubbing. 





NELSON IS PUT ON TRIAL 





He Is Accused of Locking Up Police- 
man Gallagher in Revenge 
for a Raid. 





The trials of the policemen, who are en. 
der charges preferred against them byt 
Deputy Police Commissioner Bugher while 


Commissioner Baker was away recently 
on a vacation, began at Police Headquar- 
ters dopey A apes Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Walsh. 

The case of Mounted Policeman John E, 
Copeland, who was charged with assault- 
ing a truck driver, was the first called. 
Copeland confessed that he was guilty of 
the offense, which he said had been pro- 
voked by insulting remarks made to him 
by the truck driver. 

Copeland had called on Mayor Gaynor 
on Monday and told him all the facts in 
the case, and it was at the suggestion of 
the Mayor that he pleaded guilty. The 
Mayor sent this letter to the Commis- 
sioner: 

Sir: Mounted Policeman Copeland, here- 
tofore accused of committing a battery on 
a driver named Ruth, came to me yester- 
day and said that he regretted having de- 
nied in the first instance committing the 
battery, and that he Wanted to tell the én- 
tire truth in the matter, as he deemed it his 
duty, as an officer, to do so. 

Thereupon he freely stated to me that he 
did commit the battery in the heat of the 
moment, and immediately thereafter greatly 
regretted that he had done so. I told him 
to make the same statement at the trial, 
and he said he would do so. 

I think under the circumstances that len- 
iency should be shown him, and that he 
should not be dismissed from the force. 
He appears to be an intelligent and good 
officer. Let this leniency not serve as a@ 
precedent. The members of the force now 
know that the Mayor proposes to put an 
end to these unlawful batteries, and those 
sho continue to commit them will be dis- 
missed,

You have a splendid body of men wnder 
you, and I want them to know that I have 
every confidence in them and desire oniy 
to do them justice. On the other hand, I 
expect them all to be frank and truthful 
with the Mayor and with you, and of all 
things to never try to shield the men on 
the force who are doing wrong. For their 
own honor they ought to help us rid the 
force of such men.

Several witnesses were in court to tes- 
tify against Copeland, among them Har- 
old Sorrell, a lawyer of 87 Nassau Street, 
but they did not testify beyond stating 
that Copeland had given a truthful ver- 
sion of what had happened. 

Inspector Boettler testified that Cope- 
land’s record in the department was one 
of the best. Mr. Walsh reserved decision 
in the case. : 

The case of Policeman John A. Nelson, 
formerly of the Fifth Street Station, but 
now of the Leonard Street Station, was 
called next. As a plain clothes man, Nel- 
son arrested Policeman William F. Gal- 
lagher of Chief Inspector Schmittberger's 
staff recently and had him locked up over 
night in the Fifth Street Station, charged 
with being intoxicated, despite the fact 
that two police surgeons pronounced him 
sober. The arrest followed the raiding of 
an alleged gambling house in St. Mark 5 

lace, the raid being made by Schmitt- 
Ceerer’a men and over the heads of In- 
spector Hogan and Capt. Morris, the pre- 
cinet commander. 

The next day Gallagher was arraigned 
in court and fined $5. Deputy Commis- 
sioner Bugher took the case up and had 
it reopened. Gallagher was exonerated 
and the fine remitted. : 

Gailagher was the first witness called 
yesterday, and he said- that when arrested 
1e was in the precinct acting under orders 
from Inspector Schmittberger, when a 
woman spoke to him, and that a moment 
later Nelson appeared and arrested him.

$26,000,000 FOR 3RD AV. LINE. 


Crowd at the Auction, but Only Bond- 
holders There for Business, 


The fact that a street railroad was g0- 
ing to be put up at auction drew a big 
crowd of curious people who didn’t have 
anything better to do to the County 
Court House yesterday morning to see the 
foreclosure sale of the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company. The proceedings were 
cut,and dried. It was known in advance 
that there would be only one bidder, 
namely the Reorganization Committee of 
the holders of $37,560,000 general mort- 
gage bonds of the Third Avenue, issued 
in 1900. 





On behalf of this committee John M. 


Bowers, its counsel, bid $26,000,000, after 
a clerk had spent half an hour in read- 
ing the long decree of sale issued by the 
United States Courts, and as there was 
uo opposing bidder Joseph P. Day, the 
auctioneer, knocked down the road to 


Mr. Bowers for his client, James M. 
Wallace, President of the Central Trust 
Company, and Chairman of the Reorgan- 
ization Committee. 

The road was put up in three parcels; 
first, ihe real estate, tracks, roadbed, and 
equipment; second, the stocks and bonds 
heiu by the Third Avenue and accompany- 
iny curporate rights, and third, the prop- 
erties named in Parcels 1 and 2 as a 
whole, in case there was a bid in excess 
of the individual bids for the first two 
parcels. Mr. Bowers bid $10,000,000 each 
for Parceis 1 and 2 and $26,000,000 for the 
road, which was declared sold to, his 
cHenut at that figure. 

The sale is made subject to the lien of 
the $5,000,000 first mortgage bonds of thc 
Third Avenue and to various other prior 
liens recognized by the courts. It has 
tne effect of wiping out the stock of 
the company so far ag any legal standing 
is concerned, although the bondholders’ 
conimittee has arranged a certain assess- 
ment basis on which the stock may par- 
ticipate in the reorganization. The re- 
organization plan is now before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission.

White House Conference Decides 
They Must Be Pushed Through 
Without Any Change.

lf They Urge Their Ideas on Railroad 
Bill, Aldrich Will Declare They 
Are Against the President. 





\ Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The Admin- 
istration has decided that the bills now 
before Congress embodying what is left 
of the Taft programme shall be passed 
substantially without amendment. This 
conclusion was announced this afternoon, 
following a conference at the White 
House between the President, Senator Al- 
drich, Speaker Cannon, Senator Crane, 
and Attorney General Wickersham. The 
particular reference was to the railroad 
bill, which {it is planied to take up in the 
Senate immediately after the disposal] of 
the Postal Savings Bank bill on Thurs- 
day, but the general attitude of the Ad- 
ministration is that on all Administration 
bils no amendments will be accepted 
that are not “ friendly.”’ 


This means, briefly, that the full weight 
of the White House influence will be 
combined with that of the Senate and 
Mouse machine to head off the amend- 
ments that Senator Cummins and Clapp 
are preparing at one end of the Capitol, 
and which Chairman Mann of the Inttr- 
State Commerce Committee has already 
drafted at the other. These amendments 
to the Raflroad bill have already been 
considered by the President and the At- 
torney General, and they have been found 
to be hostile to the real purpose of the 
bills embodying the Taft programme. 

The statement that only “ friendly ”’ 
amendments will be considered means 
that only amendments that have already 
received the approval of the Attorney 
Generali, acting for the President, will be 
allowed the least favorable consideration. 
The Mann amendment dispensing with 
the commerce court, and the Cummins 
and Clapp amendments carrying sweep- 
ing valuation propositions, including elec- 
iric and water lines in the scope of the 
bill, greatly restricting traffic agreements 
and inereasing the shipper's power to 
select his own route, have accordingly 
been marked out for defeat. 

As to the Mann amendments, thelr au- 

thor has mnt ya, made it apparent that 
though personally unconvinced of the 
wisaom of the President's bill he would 
not himself push his amendments through 
the committee of which he is Chairman. 
This restraint on his part, does not, of 
course, preclude a fight for the amend- 
ments on the floor of the House, but it 
will at least give the President’s bill an 
opportunity, with the aid of the House 
rules, to get through amended. 
In the Senate the President’s unwill- 
ingness to see any material changes made 
will have the effect of adding to Mr. 
Aldrich’s usual ranks of regulars such 
of the insurgents as are not of the out- 
and-out radical stamp. 
Mr. Aldrich is naturally hostile to the 
insurgent amendments, and from the first 
he made up his mind to head them off 
by standing on the bare demands of the 
President and Attorney General Wicker- 
Stam. He realizes that in this case he 
and the Administration are alone. Not 
for any hope of eliminating some parts 
of the President's bill that are distaste- 
iG] to him would he sacrifice the Presi- 
dent’s support, and he has resolutely in- 
sisted that the bill, when {t reached the 
floor, should be -the President's bill. 
Whoever opposes. it will be opposing the 
Presijent, and this is the position into 
which Mr. Aldrich has been trying to 
get the insurgents since the beginning 
of the tariff struggle. 

Unquestionably this creates a grave pre- 
licament for the insurgents. On the 
tariff bill they were able to encourage 
themselves in the dark by loudly crying 
that they were supporting the President's 
real desires. But now they cannot say 
they are interpreting the President's pub- 
lic utterances, for the President and the 
Attorney General have already interpreted 
them in terms of bills, and it is on the 
—_ themselves that the fight will be 
made. 

The conference to-day decided to con- 
tinue the present tactics of opening the 
fights for the particular bills in the Sen- 
ate. The House will hold its present 
course of passing appropriation bills, and 
when they are out of the way the Admin- 
istration measures will be taken up at 
fast as the Senate disposed of them. 

Some of the House members have ex- 
pressed the hope that they would be al- 
lowed speedily to pass some Administra- 
tion bill so as to put the House on record 
as supporting the Administration, but it 
has been definitely decided that even the 
Postal Savings Bank bill, when it is 
passed in the Senate on Thursday, will be 
held up in the House Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads until the appro- 
priation bills are practically disposed of. 
‘It is generally admitted that debate in 
the Senate on the Ralflroad bill alone will 
take over a month.

SHOWS WHY CITY. 
FERRIES DON'T PAY 


In One Year 21,827 Days’ Time 
Was Paid Employes for 
Service on Idle Boats. | 


COMMISSIONER SO REPORTS | 























Saving of $210,000 a Year Can Be Ef. 
fected by Dropping Unneeded Engine- 
room Men and Surplus Crew. 





Dock Commissioner Tomkins received 
the Mayor’s letter yesterday, calling his 
attention to the things which the Mayor 
belleves have caused the large annual 
deficit in the operation of ferries. Along 
with it came the report of Commissioner 
of Accounts Fosdick showing that $210,000 
a year can be saved in the operating ex- 
penses of the ferries without in any way 
crippling the service. Commissioner Fos- 
dick arrives at this figure by recommend- 
inng these eliminations from the payroll:

87 oilers 42,180 
23 water tenders .........<.. 26,220 
US stokers 73,440

The Commissioner goes on to state that 
more men are employed in tie crews. of 


the municipal boats than on boats of 
larger tonnage in the fleets of Various 
railroads, and that he has found that 
two of the boats are lying idle nearly all 
the time, the crews being paid. The 
figures show that in 1900 21,827 eight- 
hour days were paid men for service on 
boats which were out of commission. 

During that year the Stapleton was out 
of commission during the months of 
March and November, the Richmond was 
out of the service Guring February, the 
Brorx during November and December, 
the Manhattan during April, and the 
Prooklyn during June and July. The 
Commissioner estimates that this expense 
of paying men on boats not working to- 
taled $76,336. This does not include the 
wages of the watchmen. 

It was also found that, on account of 
the schedules of the boats, considerable 
time is spent in the slips every day by 
each boat, sometimes averaging four 
hours a day. Exclusive of these delays, 
of 2,809 idle working days for which 
crews were paid last year, 834 were spent 
on boats lying at the terminals. his 
represented 43,839 days’ pay for which 
no actual work was done. 

“It would seem to be feasible,’’ com- 
ments the Commissioner, ‘‘ almost entire- 
ly to eliminate such service during these 
periods by utilizing for the performance 
of this work the unoccupied time of crews 
while these boats are still in commission. 
It would, furthermore, seem practicable 
to thus advantageously employ the unoc- 
cupied time of crews held in reserve on 
emergency boats. Their services could 
also be used in filling in during the vaca- 
tion periods of other crews.”’ 

It was learned at the office of the In- 
Spector of Steamboats at the Custom 
House and from the Delaware, Lackawan- 
na & Western and Hrie Railroads that 
the number of employes specified in the 
certificates for the municipal boats is 
much larger than for the railway boats. 
On the municipal boat Nassau, 1,396 tons, 
there are required twelve employes, while 
on the Ithaca, 1,462 tons, of the D & 
W. fleet only seven are required. 

“‘In-an effort to learn the reason for 
this discrepancy,’ says Mr. Fosdick, 
“two of the local Government Steamboat 
Inspectors were subpoenaed to appear 
before me. They testified that they were 
only concerned in the minimum number 
of men necessary to operate a given boat, 
and that if a company or corporation sees 
fit to place on a boat a larger number of 
men than is actually necessary’ they 
would accept this number and incorporate 
it in the certificate." 

The Inspectors added that a larger num- 
ber of men were employed on all the 
municipal ferry .boats than on the rail- 
road boats in the harbor, and declared 
that all the applications from the Dock 
Commissioner for changes in the certifi- 
cations had invariably been for increases, 

Dock Commisioner Tomkins announced 
vesterday that he had hired Dr. Walter 
N. Polakopv, an engineer, of 60 Church 
Street, to investigate the efficiency of the 
machinery on‘the ferries, the fuel cost,

D Cady Herrick, referee appointed by

e\ery other point in Manhattan com- 
plained of in the-Board of Estimate’s reso- 
lution demanding the removal of the 
tracks, throughout the life of the Cen- 
tral’s franchise, which is 500 years from 
1869. 

He holds further that the city cannot de- 
clare to be a nuisance and deal with as 
such, what the State itself has author- 
ized. At the Corporation Counsel's of- 
fice, it was said immediately after the 
report had become public, that an appeal 
would certainly be taken. The issues 
passed on by ex-Judge Herrick and oth- 
ers with which he did not deal, would be 
brought before the final court, it was 
said. 

While admitting that the Central hau 
won @ temporary victory, no one of the 
city’s lawyers seemed to think that the 
city’s case was hopeless. 

On the other hand, there was great 
jubilation in the office of the New York 
Central. The report prevents for thé 
time being any step by the city to tear 
up the tracks, as threatened in the Board 
of Estimate’s resolution. 

In his conclusions of fact, ex-Judge Her- 
rick sets forth that the act of incorpora- 
tion of the Hudson River Railroad Com- 
pany in 1846 gave that company the right 
to construct and use during fifty years, 
tracks in the city’s streets west of Eighth 
Avenue on consent of the city itself. This 
was obtained. But in 1869 an act was 
passed permitting the merger of the New 
York Central Railroad and the Hudson 
River Railroad Companies, with a fran- 
chise life of 500 years from that date for 
the consolidated roads. According to the 
referee that act of consolidation extended 
the franchise to use the city’s streets as 
originally granted to the Hudson River 
Company to the new company not through 
the life of the original recipient only, but 
of the new company as well. 

“At the time the City of New York 
granted iis permission to the Hudson 
River Railroad Company to lay its tracks 
through its streets and avenues,’’ recites 
ex-Judge Herrick, *“‘a‘large part of the 
territory traversed by the iine of said 
company was sparsely inhabited, and but 
few buildings were erected therein. Since 


that time the city has grown and devel- 
oped, and conditions have greatly 
changed. Now portions of the route pass 
through thickly populated districts, com- 
niercial houses, factories, and, dwellings 
have been erected upon the streets and 
avenues chrough and upon which the rail- 
road passes, and a number of schools are 
located, either upon said streets and ave- 
nues, or a short distance therefrom. Hun- 
dreds of school children and workmen 
suing io and. from their schools and places 
of employment, and residents along the 
streets, are compelled to pass and repass 
over the tracks of said railroad every 
day.*’ 

He declares, however, that the company 
refrains as much as possible from the use 
of the tracks in those hours when children 
and. workmen are most likely to be upon 
the street, but that from time to time the 
streets intersecting the avenues along 
which the tracks run are blocked by 
trains, and adds: 

‘‘ During the time the railroad has been 
in operation through the streets and ave- 
nues of the City of New York a large 
number of persons have. been killed and 
injured by the operation of the cars of 
the plaintiff or the Hudson River Rail- 
road Company. How such deaths or in- 
juries were caused, whether by the fault 
of the railroad company or by the fault 
of the persons killed or injured, does not 
appear.”’ 

The referee points out that to facilitate 
the handling of passengers and freight the 
railroad has erected large terminals in 
the city, and concludes that to remove the 
tracks would destroy the usefulness of 
these terminals, as well as render value- 





less the right of way in the city given the 
plaintiff by the State, with the city’s con? 
sSent,: and that therefore the plaintiff 
would suffer irreparable injury for which 
there was no adequate remedy at hand. 

From the conclusions of fact already: set 
forth, the referee reaches five conclusions 
ot law, based on decisions of the Appel- 
late Divisions of the Supreme Court or 
other high tribunals. Bene: 

The first was that the life of the Hud- 
son River Company’s franchise was b 
act of consolidation extended to the limit 
of the Central Company. But the ref- 
erec finds further that in the face of the 
Board of Estimate’s resolution of May 
28, 1909, ordering the removal of the 
tracks, the company has the legal right 
to continue running its cars over its 
tracks in Eleventh Avenue and elsewhere 
as originally granted, and that to do ‘so 
does not constitute a nuisance: On the 
latter point the referee declares with spe- 
cial emphasis that what the State has 
authorized could not be held by the city 
to be a nuisance. 

The fifth and 
says: 

“The plaintiff is entitled to an injunc- 
tion restraining the defendants (the city) 
and either and all. of them, from remov- 
ing any of the tracks of the plaintiff from 
the streets and avenues set forth in the 
resolution of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment passed May 28, 1909, or 
from preventing the operation of the 
plaintiff's cars through, over, and upon 
its tracks in the streets and avenues set 
forth and described in aid resolution. 

“For which relief let the plaintiff enter 
judgment against the defendants, to- 
gether with the costs of this action.’’ 

The case for the city has been handled, 
for the most part, by Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsels William P. Burr and Fran- 
cis J. Byrne. At their office it was said 
that several important matters, includ- 
ing the complaint of trespass on_ the 
city’s under-water rights and at the foot 
of Riverside Park, which the referee had 
not passed on at all. These and every 
other issue would not be dropped until the 
highest court had reviewed them. 

Vice President Ira A. Place of the New 
York Central seemed much elated over 
the referee’s findings, chiefly, he said, 
because he believed they would consti- 
tute a long step forward in clearing the 
air and Dringing about a final settlement 
of the question to the full protection of 
the road and the public. 

“To my mind,’’ he said, ‘the whole 
question is one of grade crossings on a 
tremendous scale. Thé road’s policy has 
always been to do away with grade cross- 
ings, and this is being done as rapidly as 
possible. I hope the decision will do much 
toward enabling the acquisition by the 
company of the right to eliminate grade 
crossings on Eleventh Avenue and every- 
where else in the city where they exist 
now. While I have never doubted the 
railroad’s rights on the west side, it 
Avould be much for the best for the ques- 
tion to be decided once for all by the 
final court, for a proper understanding 
is unlikely es long as any doubt of the 
road's privileges is open to question. 

‘** We have rights in the streets, but not 
under the streets, and that is why addi- 
tional legislation was asked to put the 
tracks under ground.” 

Mr. Place said he expected an appeal! 
from the referee's decision as a matter 
of course. 


“RED” ADAMS SENTENCED. 


Old Confidence Man Gets Four and a 
Half Years In Prison. 


Judge Hough, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday, sentenced ‘‘ Red" 
Adams, the convicted confidence man 
whose last attempted swindle was the 
** dead‘ relative ’’’ game, to fdur and a half 
years in the Federal prison in Atlanta. 

Adams is nearly seventy years old. He 
might have been sentenced to seven and 
a half years under the {f[ndictments on 
which he was convicted on Monday. His 
counsel, Edward Lauterbach, made a plea 
for a light sentence, based on the ad- 
vanced years of his client. 

The Government officials say that 
Adams’s real name fis Cameron Bosteter. 
He is wanted now in several parts of the 
country for swindles of different kinds. 


For the last year or so before his final 
arrest he had been living as James Cur- 
rie, a respected citizen of Midwood Manor, 
a section of Flatbush.

NAUTICAL RECKONING AWRY 





Old Board’s Astronomical Calculations 
Neciared to be Slightly Out 
of Plumb. 





The Aldermen again refused yesterday to 
take action toward rectifying their public 
welcoming of Dr. Frederick A. Cook and ex- 
tending to him “‘ the freedom of the city wt 
upon his return from Copenhagen. A res- 
olution was introduced by Alderman 


Drescher of Brownsville calling on the 
board to place itself on record as recog- 
nizing Commander Peary as the real dis- 
}coverer of the north pole, but it was put 
on file without being voted upon, on mo- 
a of Alderman Dowling, the Tammany 
eader., 

Last December Alderman Schloss intro- 
duced a similar resolution before the old 
board which met with a like fate. He 
sided with Drescher yesterday, but they 
were voted down, and the matter was 
tabled once more. Mr. Drescher’s reso- 
lution read: 

Whereas, On Oct. 15, 1908, the honorable 
predecessors of this Board of Aldermen 
saw fit, out of their joint and accumu- 
lated wisdom as scientists, navigators, and 
experts in arctic exploration, to pay offi- 
cial honor and extend the freedom of the 
city to a certain claimant for recognition 
as the discoverer gf the north pole; and, 

Whereas, Events of later date have dem- 
onstrated that the honorable predecessors 
of the board made certain astronomical 
errors in checking up the observation of 
such claimant, and as a result of nautical 
and mathematical miscalculations extended 
to him their recognition of an achievement 
since discredited by another eminent scien- 
tific body and by the public at large, and 

Whereas, The City of New York through 
its accredited representatives, stands on 
record as recognizig the discredited and 
ignoring the real discoverer of the north 
pole; and, 

Whereas, It is a matter of simple justice 
to an American citizen and a former resi- 
dent of this city, who has received high 

honors at the hands of his fellow-Ameri- 

cans, and who had the courage to make . 

the truth known to the world when to do so 
was to place in jeopardy his own popularity, 
to accord him the honor which is his due; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Board of Aldermen 
hereby place itself on record as recognizing 
on behalf of the City of New York, that 
Commander Robert E. Peary is the only 
man who ever carried the flag of the United 
States or any other nation to the north 
pole; and be it further 

Resolved, That this board hereby extends 
the thanks of the City of New York to 
Commander Peary for his great achievement 
in the interests of geographical science, 
recognizing in him those qualities of cour- 
age, intelligence, fortitude, and persever- 
ance which are the ideal of American man- 
hood, and that we earnestly urge upon the 
Congress of the United States such action 
as will give prompt recognition of his ser- 
vice to his country of a man who has 
achieved an honorable ambition, and in the 
words of the Governor, of this State, has 
endured much.

FEW HONORED BY CONGRESS. 


The Record Compiled by the House 
Naval Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The objec- 
tions of certain persons to the proposal 
that Congress bestow upon Commander 
Robert E. Peary a gold medal and a vote 
of thanks have led the sub-committee of 


the Navel Committee naving the matter 
in chargé to look up history and ascer- 
tain how many persons have been grant- 
ed this honor. A summary of the investi- 
gation shows that but two civilians and 
about a dozen military heroes have had 
the honor of the thanks of Congress be- 
stowed upon them. 

The civilians were Cornelius Vander- 
bilt, who présented $800,000 to the Gov- 
ernment for use in time of war, and 
Capt. Gleadell of the steamship Atlantic 
for heroism at sea. The military men 
were Gens. Grant, Banks, Burnside, 
Hooker, Meade, Sherman, Sheridan, Ter- 
ry, Thomas, and Hancock; Cemmodore 
Ringgold, Lieut. Col. Bailey, Capt. Rog- 
ers, Admirals Porter, Farragut, and 
Dewey; Capt. Winslow, and Lieut, Cush- 
ing. A vote of thanks also was bestowed 
by Congress upon the family of n. 
Armstrong for presenting to the Govern- 
ment the sword of President Jackson. 

Members of the committee expressed 
themselves to-day to the effect that, in 
their opinion, the friends of Commander 
Peary should place considerable value 
upon the thanks of Congress.

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The question regarding the Constitu- 
tional amendment enabling the Federal 

véernment to lay a tax on incomes 
“from whatever source derived” is 
‘Rot & question regarding the conflict of 
‘laws, or for the construction of an ob- 
Scure statute, involving difficult ques- 
tons of principle. It is a question ad- 
_Gressed to the man in the street ra- 
‘@arding the adoption of a new policy 
‘@8 to which his views should and will 





prevail. «It is a question without roots 
in'the past, and looking wholly to the 
future. The Supreme Court perhaps 
might listen patiently to such an argu- 
ment as Senator Roor’s, but the man 
in the street will pay no attention to it, 
and should not. 

It is not a question for the Supreme 
Court. One man is theoretically as 
competent as another under universal 
suffrage to say whether the proposed 
Constitutional enablement of the taxa- 
tion of incomes from all sources means 
that incomes from some sources are not 
included, because they were not includ- 
ed when the Constitution was worded 
‘differently. The votes and the intelli- 
gence of the common people will and 
‘phould settle the question. Indisput- 
‘ably they think and have a right to 
think that the proposition is that Con- 
gress may tax all incomes. The four 
‘words mean the same after the four 
thousand words of Senator Roor’s ar- 
gument are digested as before, and 
Cannot be made to mean anything dif- 
ferent, except by technicalities which 
¢an only prevail at the cost of defeating 
the people’s will. 

How happens it that the Republican 
Party is in such distress over laws too 
plain to be misunderstood and too bad 
to be endured? The controversy be- 
‘tween Attorney General Wick@rsHaM 
and Secretary MACVEAGH regarding the 
corporation income tax is as like the 
Gebate between Gov. HucHEs and Sén- 
ator Root as possible. It was so pre- 
posterous that a separate accounting 
year for the purposes of this tax should 
be imposed upon a suffering commer- 
cial community that it was attempted 
to substitute the usual fiscal year for 
the “calendar year ending Dec. 81.” 
But the argument failed in this re- 
spect, and in others similar. The lan- 
guage was too plain to be misunder- 
stood, and the commercial world is em- 
bittered. Nobody except the proposers 
of the law has said a word in its de- 
fense, and even they are not arguing 
that the perfect clearness with which 
the law is phrased is ona of its merits. 

It is the same with the Sherman 
anti-trust law, whose interpretation 
every man of business is awaiting. Un- 
ending arguments have been made to 
prove that when Congress used words 
too plain for misunderstanding the 
meaning must be something different, 
because the plain. meaning is 80 
absurd and _ intolerable. Here are 
three cases in which the _ subtlest 
arguments are used to explain and 
alter language which the man in the 
street is as able to understand as 
anybody, and which nobody is able to 
understand or to obey if words of plain 
meaning in human intercourse are to 
have some special meaning in statutes.

Only 
trouble can be made by substituting 
other words assumed to be equivalent, 
and arguing as though they were in the 
act, or that the meaning is otherwise 
because it ought to be otherwise. Mill- 
ions will, through their Representa- 
tives, vote on the income tax who will 
never see Senator Root’s argument, and 
who ought not to be troubled with it,

Let us rise in our might and order out 
the Fencibles and the Old Guard. It 
eould do no harm to order another 
Dreadnought, and to bestow pensions 
upon 100,000 veterans, to become de- 
ceased, the same to be payable to their 
widows, whom they might forthwith 
proceed to marry upon these expecta- 
tions. Our tariff Commissioners ‘are 
due at Ottawa any day now, and the 
Canadians should be made to see that 
we are not to be trifled with. Let the 
war proceed. A National debt is a na- 
tional blessing, and ours hag fallen be- 
low a Dillion. Something ought to be 
done about it, and this is the very best 
thing. It is a much better thriller than 
those absurd Japanese yarns. 


CHANCELLOR MACCRACKEN. 

In his letter to the Council of New 
York University announcing his retire- 
ment next April Chancellor Mac- 
CRACKEN remarks that he has “ served 
a full half century as a public teacher 
under one or another name,” and that 
he has “ given to New York University 
over a quarter of a century of my life.” 
He adds: 

Within this quarter century the 
strength of this younger university of 
the metropolis, so far as strength is 
shown by mere figures, has been mu})- 
tiplied several times. Especially what 
is called our ‘‘ university plant,” which 
is this year to be freed from all debt, 
has grown to be the twelfth in values 
among the plants of American uni- 
versities. 

This university, built up during Mr. 
MACCRACKEN'S service and largely un- 
der his leadership, as measured by its 
holdings is eight times greater than all 
the institutions of higher learning ex- 
istent in this country up to 1800, and 
it is two hundred times as strong as 
Yale in 18380, when Yale was 130 years 
old. The fifty years in which Mr. 
MacCRACKEN has taught have marked 
the real upspringing of colleges that 
afford opportunities to “youths: of 
promise of every kind from every part 
of the country.” The earlier and 
smaller colleges were the leaven that 
is leavening the lump of a@ great de- 
mocracy. To-day the fund of $30,000,- 
000 possessed by the General Education 
Board aloné, with its annual income of 
over $1,600,000, represents, according 
to the computation of Mr. CLARENCE F. 
Brrosrre, “ but one-four hundredth, or 
a quarter of 1 per cent. of the principal 
sum upon which the people of the 
United States tax themselves each year 
to support the cause of education.” In 
1860 tha, public tax for education was 
nothing, now it is half a billion yearly. 

The progress since 1860 has been 
made by conscious and purposive ef- 
fort. Men Ifke Chancellor MacCrack- 
eN have not been sleeping. 








SOME CONSEQUENCES OF A GEN- 
ERAL STRIKE. 

We venture to express the opinion, 
whatever may be the result of the arbi- 
tration negotiations, that there will be 
no general strike in Philadelphia. There 
are sevéral reasons why & resort to this 
means of aiding the striking street car 
employés is improbable. In the first 
place, if 100,000 union wage earners in 
Philadelphia should go out, there would 
be 100,000 places open to other wage 
earners, not of the unions. Each place’ 
left vacant would be open to the first 
qualified applicant, and the qualified 
applicants would spring up all over 
Philadelphia. They would converge 
upon Philadelphia from other cities. 
The men and women who had joined 
in the general strike would find them- 
selves without work, permanently dis- 
placed. J 

There is another good reason why a 
general strike is improbable. It would 
give to every employer of labor in Phil- 
adelphia the opportunity to escape from 
union tyranny. Some unions are fair 
and reasonable in their demands, but 
everybody knows that there 16 a great 
deal of union tyranny. Hundreds of 
employers in Philadelphia would jump 
at the chance to reorganize their shops 
on the “open” principle. The labor 
leaders and the men of the unions 
know this perfectly well. Inasmuch as 
a general strike would be regarded as 
a boon by so many employers, men at 
present holding good places at good 
pay will naturally hesitate to give them 
up and face the hard necessity of going 
to some other city to find work. 

The principle of the “solidarity” of 
labor was tried in the organization of 
the Knights of Labor, and it failed dis- 
astrously. It is no more true in the 
field of labor that the injury of one is 
‘the concern of all than it is true in any 
other field. Complaints of injury may 
be well founded or ill founded. The 
complaint itself or any action taken in 
support of it may be flagrant injustice. 
How-can the employés of a textile mill, 


tory, judge of the issues between, the 
striking street car men and the ti‘action 
company? The matter concerns them 
oOhly because of the strained, false, and 
delusive theory that any labor dispute 
whatever concerns all labor. A general 
strike in Philadelphia based upon the 
affirmation and’ application of that 
priticiple would go\a long way toward 
disrupting Mr. Murpuy’s federation. 

The general strike in Russia for po- 
litical purposes was futile. A general 
strike to gain union ends would be 
preposterous. Someé of the most con- 
spicuous and able labor ieaders in 
France have frankly admitted that the 
general strike is useful only as a bogy, 
as @ threat. They confess that it is 
impracticable as a means of accom- 
plishing the ends of labor, because, 
while it would derange all the mechan- 
ism of a civilized community, and would 
inflict great inconvenience and no lit- 
tle suffering upon prétty much every- 
body, the severest hardships would fall 
upon the wage earners, because with 
their average small accumulations they 
would soonest feel the pinch of want 
and hunger. The general strike is as 
preposterous as the general lockout. 
The theory that men arid women who 
work with their hands for a weekly or 
dally wage constitute a distinct class 
of human society, a class that can dis- 
sociate itself from all other classes and 
take hostile action against them, is 
false and absurd. 

Possibly Mr. Murpnuy and his asso- 
ciliates believe that they could coerce 
the City of Philadelphia into purchas- 
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traction company to-grant the demands 
of its striking men. Experience shows 
that violence is the instrument of coer- 
clon relied upon by strikers. If Mr. 
Murpnuy’s federated unions all go out 
they may imagine that they will have 
force enough to paralyze the arm of 
authority and to put the city at their 
mercy. Do they forget that this would 
constitute an insurrection which, on 
application from the Legislature or the 
Governor of the State, the United 
States, under its obligation to guaran- 
tee a republican form of government to 
each State, would send Federal troops 
to put down? All questions of right or 
wrong, of justice or injustice between 
the traction company and its men 
would, necessarily, be put aside the mo- 
ment the general strike order was 
obeyed. The thing of first consequence, 
then, would be to protect life and prop- 
erty, to insure the public peace, and to 
put down disorder. The means would 
be at hand to accomplish those ends. 
They will always be at hand. 








THE IRISH GOVERNMENT. ~— 

Mr. JOHN REDMOND is reported, in a 
dispatch to The World, to have said on 
Monday night: 

If the Ministers had made last Mon- 
day the speeches they made to-day all 
the troubles of the past week would 
have been obviated. The Government 
hes now adopted a policy which it 
should heve adopted at the outset, and 
the refusal to adopt @ then was in- 
credibly. bad tactics. 

This confirms the opinion we ex- 
pressed when the result of the general 
élections in England became plain, that 
Mr. AsQuiITn’s Government would be 
dependent for its existence upon the 
votes of the Irish Nationalists, who 
practically would dictate its course, 
To @ considerable extent the so-called 
Liberal Government would be an Yrish 
Government. Certainly this is not said 
in criticism, and no one can refuse the 
tribute of admiration to the courage, 
skill, and resource shown by the Irish 
leader and his party. He has taken 


lish politics; he has acquired the bal- 
ance of power; he has outgeneraled the 
leaders of the Liberals at every point, 
and accomplished the supreme feat in 
diplomacy and politics by using them 
when they thought they were using 
him. 

At the opening of the canvass in Jan- 
uary Mr. Asquith made a sweeping 
promise as to home rule. This had ths 
effect—which was desired if not intend- 
ed—of securing the Irish vote in a 
humber of English constituencies. 
‘Thereupon the Liberal Parliamentary 
“whip” issued a statement substan- 
tially explaining away the promise, and 
intimating that it bound the party to 
nothing definite and to nothing at all 
until English questions had been dis- 
posed of. This statement helped to 
retain a good many Liberal votes which 
would have been lost on the plain is- 
sue of immediate action on home rule. 
Mr. RepmMoNnpD, probably realizing the 
value of these votes, made no ob{fec- 
tion. The elections over, Mr. AsQuITH 
proceeded in the spirit of this later 
policy to frame a programme that put 
the budget to the fore and adjourned 
the question of the Lords to a “ more 
convenient season.” Then Mr. -Rep- 
MOND showed his nerve and his power. 
Starting with the proposition that there 
can be no home rule until the House of 
Lords is adequately ourbed, he declared 
that the Government must take up the 
question of the Lords first, and must 
take it up, not to reform the House of 
Lords, but to transform it into a prac- 
tically powerless body, or the Irish 
would promptly defeat them. Mr. As- 
QUITH, puzzled, dazed, and desperate, 
spent a week with the Cabinet in al- 
most continuous session. To prod his 
hesitant and wavering judgment, Mr. 
Repmonp defeated one of the new 
members of the Government at a by- 
election by the open opposition of the 
Irish voters, who responded with the 
precision of trained soldiers to the word 
of command. Finally Mr. AsquiTH sur- 


‘rendered. For him it is a humiliation; 


for Mr. Rmpmonp and his party it fsa

elections in a few months. The resolu- 
tions stripping the House of Lords of 
their power will, of course, be rejected 
by them. A bill to the same effect 
would have the same fate: If the King 
be asked to create enough new Liberal 
Lords to carry the bill it is inconceiv- 
able that he would do so without a 
clear and decisive vote of the people 
demanding it. It will be the purpose 
and desire of Mr. AsqeuirH and his 
Government to go to the country on 
the naked issue of curbing the Lords, 
It is very doubtful if they will be al- 
lowed to do that. The Irish question 
will necessarily be involved, since it 
is the Irish who have forced the issue 
of the Lords, and have done so avowed- 
ly in the interest of home rule. Voters 
cannot ignore this issue or vote solidly 
on the former. It is very doubtful if 
& majority could be got-for crippling 
instead of deforming, or for crippling 
before reforming, the Upper Chamber. 
It is still more doubtful if a majority 
can be got for this measure as a 
means of securing home rule. On the 
other hand, the Opposition js no more 
limited than the Government forces, 
and wilk be likely to press the issue of 
protection even more strenuously in the 
next election than in the last. The only 
certainty is that our English friends are 
bound to have a very exciting and

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With the departure of 
Mr. RoOOsEVELT from Gon- 
from dokoro for Khartoum 

comes the announcement 
the Hunt. that “‘the African scien- 
tific expedition under the auspices of 
the Smithsonian Institution has been 
brought to a close.”’ More than that, how- 
ever, would be required to make any of 
us feel—of course knowing Is a different 
matter—that the thing ended is anything 
more or less than a hunt for big game, 
successfully led by the ex-President. That 
is because his personality ts always the 
most interesting feature of any enterprise 
or happening of which he is # part, mak- 
ing all the other features subsidiary and 
incidental. 

Mr. Roosmve.tT has himself tried his 
best to emphasize the scientific side of 
his African journey, by saying again and 
again in his published articles that neither 
he nor the other members of his party 
have shot any animal, not needed for 
food, which could not properly be called 
a “specimen” and be considered worthy 
of preservation. This is doubtless true, 
but one cannot escape the conviction that 
Mr. RoosBvEct is just a little bit more 
of a hunter than of a “faunal natura!- 
ist,”’ and that he hasn't been spending his 
time and his money mefely, or even very 
largely, for the sake of making the Smith- 
sonian’s collection of African animals 
larger and better than that possessed by 
any other museum in the world. 

Indeed, he frankly confesses that he 
has enjoyed himself hugely, and, in spite 
of the new but rapidly growing disfavor 
with which hunting for sport has come 
to be regarded, we cannot ourselves see 
any particular reason why he should deny 
the survival In him to a greater degree 
than in some other people of an instinct 
and a capacity which have done as much 
as others to make men the masters 
of the earth. To nobody except a morbid 
and fanatical few does he need a Detter 
excuse than he has for what he has done, 
and every normal man and boy will envy 
him the adventures, the risks, and the 
hardships of this remarkable hunt. 

Remarkable it certainly has been; per- 
haps none other In all the annals of the 
chase compares with it. Only a Roose- 
velt could have carried the thing out on 
the scale he did and have attained just 
the same results. It {s easy to say that 
he might have employed his time to bet- 
ter advantage, but it would be hard to 
prove the assertion, and one may be sure 
that he has done more than kill several 
hundred animals and learned more than 
how to shoot them.

There 
would, of course, be a certain advantage 
for ourselves in the passage of such a law, 
and we understand the yearning on the 
part of the country papers, which has 
doubtless inspired its introduction and 
advocacy in the Legislature, but as stern- 
ly virtuous journilists we are obliged to 
admit, however sorrowfully, that there is 
no more reason for compelling the rail- 
ways to advertise than there is for bring- 
ing like pressure on other corporations, 
or, for that matter, on any private citizen. 

We have, to be sure, something between 
an impression and a belief that it would 
pay the railway companies to do more 
newspaper advertising than is their pres-

ent habit, and to make more of it a daily 


presentation of the principal features of 
their time tables. That this would cause 
anybody to indulge in any extra traveling 
does not seem probable, but unquestion- 
ably it would serve the public convenience 
to a very appreciable degree. The mat- 
ter, however, is one for the railways to 
consider and, decide for themselves, and 
if they are mistaken in thinking that it 
would not pay to give cash for the space 
they once could usually get for passes, 
they will have to bear the consequences. 

It is to be feared that in other days the 
railways only too often bought moré than 
space for their passes—that in too many 
cases they also bought what to the untn- 
itiate seemed a mysterious leniency of 
comment on accidents and an even more 
mysterious leaning toward the railway 
side of every controversy. Certainly the 
passage of the anti-pass law was fol- 
lowed by the dawning of new light on 
many a& country editor and a few urban 
ones, and while the readers of their pa- 
pers missed the familiar time tables in 
the accustomed columns, on the whole 
they gained more than they lost by the 
change. : 

Be that as it may, the Time Table bill 
does not commend itself to us as legisla- 
tion of a-desgirable kind. That itis a 
“strike bill’ we have no reason for say- 
ing or suspecting, but it Is obviously a 
bill that could be used for striking pur- 
poses if there were any statesmen left in 
Albany who were given to that form of 
exercise, and therefore it would be just 
as well to let it die in some convenient 
committee.

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METCHNIKOFF AND DARWIN. 








Former’s Statements Weaken the Theo- 
ries of Evolutionary Development. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Far be it from me to take such a famous man 
as Prof. Metchnikoff to account for statements 
he is reported to have made.jin a speech at 
Stuttgart, but in your last Sunday’s paper 
you quote him at great length (at least half a 
page) as proving that the great dread of hu- 
manity is death, and that death itself is usually 
caused by poisons contained within the body. 
I have no quarrel with these statements—no on6 
denies them—but it seems to me that the sup- 
porters of Darwinism should disclaim some 
of the arguments he would borrow from their 
theory, for his foolisi statements certainly 
weaken their position. 

For instance, his argument to prove the ex- 
istence of a blood relationship between man and 
chimpanzees proves that these apes are unre- 
His conclusion from the 
common NMability of infants and young chim- 
panzees to contagion of cholera while other 
apes are immune proves too much. 

In another declaration his assurance under- 
mines his credibility and power of convincing. 
He confidently declares that ‘‘such links 
between man and apes are not so easily 
found, for thelr bones are buried deep in the 
ground. and many of them most likely in re- 
mote places, where people have hardly begun 
to search for the remains of long-dead creat- 
ures."’ Such an arbitrary declaration reminds 
one of Jules Verne. 

Again, he says: 

‘‘ The facts gathered by Dr. Lane and other 
suggeons substantiate thoroughly the opinion 
that man can 4o without his large intestine, 
consequently that this organ is really super- 
fluous.’’ Where is his logic? Because &@ man 
can get along with only one ¢ye does not mean 
that a second 18 really superfluous. 

A little further on he is quoted as declaring 
(when speaking of Mobius): ‘‘ Thus he leads 
us into metaphysics, with which science can 
have nothing in common.”’ What about Truth? 
Are they not both seeking Truth? Is it be- 
cause one deals with concepts and the other 
with material realities in their pursuit of a 
common goal that he says they can have noth- 
ing in common? 

It would require but a review of the his- 
tory of physiology to disprove his assertion that 
‘“‘organs and arrangements which are essen- 
tial to animals have become entirely super- 
fluous to the more perfected human being.” 
In the fdce of the continual stream of discov- 
erles of the functions of various supposedly 
useless organs, he can be justly accused.of 
being behind the times. It is the opinion of 
the most eminent physiologists to-day that 
nothing in the human body is superfluous, 
Prof. Metchnikoff to the contrary, notwith- 
standing, though they have not @iscovered as 
yet the peculiar functions and uses of all 
bodily organs. 

But apart from all this, how does he ac- 
count for man’s rationality, for his ability to 
form universal concepts, that great faculty 
which distinguishes him from all other ani- 
mals? 

One of Prof, Metchnikoff’s own statements 
is enough to refute his whole thesis on the 
origin of man. ‘‘It remains remarkable,’ he 
says, ‘‘that man, a being cf animal origin, 
who has brought into the world certain evil 
qualities, should have acquired the conscious- 
ness of death as a new quality owing to his 
mental develépment.’’ It does not occur to 
Prof, Metchnikoff that this is foresight, g 
quality peculiar to rational beings. His argu- 
ments in support of Darwinism are unhappi- 
ly selected, and but weaken a theory that 
can 111 afford such an unskillful defense.

First~Any one who has traveled through the 
farming regions of the Eastern States has seen 
thousands of farm houses and barns untenant- 
ed and going to ruin, and if he has visited the 
homes of those. who remain on the farms he 
has found mostly old men. Those who have 
youth and vigor and enterprise have left the 
farms and have gore into the cities. All ciiies 
have rapidly increased in population, while 
the country districts have as rapidly declined. 
In many localities the ‘old of native-born stock 
have disappeared and the farms have passed 
into the hands of mén of foréign birth. Thou- 
sands of farms which former supported old- 
fashioned families and sent to market a large. 
surplus are now altogether idle or furnish a 
meagre living for an impoverished family. This 
eondition of demoralization in the farming fe- 
gicns is yearly growing worse and will con- 
tinue until the price of food becomes so high 
as to induce the able-bodied men to return to 
farm production. 

Second—The civil employes in the country, in- 
cluding those in the employ of the United 
States, of the ftate Government, of counties, 
and of cities and towrs number not far from 
two millions, aha ‘heir aggregate salaries are 
not far from two thousand millions of dollars. 
These figures are exclusive of the cost of 
maintenance of the army and navy, and that 
the estimate will be borne out by the forth- 
coming census I have no doubt. The annual 
increase toth tn salaries and in the number of 
employes is something over 10 per cent. - Here 
is an army of civil employes exceeding in num- 
ber and cost.of maintenance the armies engaged 
in the civil war. None of them are producers, 
but thefr support, as are all Gevernment ex- 
penses of every kind, is a burden on produsc- 
tion. If one-half of the army, as under proper 
conditions it might be, were transferred~to the 
ranks of the producers, there would be no need 
ef'the Investigation Committee chosen by the 
Senate. 

Senator Lodge declares that this committee 
will deal only with facts. If the facts above 
given receive consideration it is hardly to be 
expected that the cause of the depletion of the 
farms or the increase in the civil sbrvice will 
be traced by the committee to its proper 
source, although there are many who will not 
fail to perceive that the relation of the protec- 
tive tariff to the coaditions above described is 
that of cause and effect.

Hebrew Educational Society Finds 
Comparatively Little Has Been Done. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The very able letter signed by Lurana W. 
Sheldon which appeared on your editorial page 
to-day, and in which attention is called to the 
want of religious instruction for the children 
in the Borough of Brooklyn, urges me to bring 
to your attention one of the more hopeful 
phases of the problem. 

What I refer to is the result of the experi- 
erice of the Hebrew Educational Society, lo- 
cated in Brownsville, a congested portion of 
the Twenty-sixth Ward of Brooklyn, the resi- 
dents of which are mainly Jewish people of for- 
eign birth or parentage. A Sabbath school 
conducted on Saturday mornings by this organ- 
ization has en enrollment of more than 1,200 
children, and an attendance per session of 
from 700 to 900 pupils. The ‘‘ hopeful phase ”’ 
that I have reference to is that all these Jew- 
ish children come to the Sabbath school of 
their own accord, and because they are desir- 
ous of gaining a knowledge of the Bible and 
the tenets of their religion. The instructors 
of these children are: earnest-minded young 
men and young women of the same neighbor- 
hood who are sufficiently altruistic to give 
their time and energies without remuneration 
for this purpose. It must be confessed, however, 
that there are thousands of chiidren in this 
same section who cannot be accommodated in 
the Sabbath school of the Hebrew Educational 
Society. This does not necessarily imply that 
all the Brownsville children who cannot be 
taken into our Sabbath school do not receive 
any moral or religious instruction, but the 
ignorance of our own pupils when they first 
come to us, regarding ethics in general and 
their religion in particular, shows how very 
little, comparatively, is being done along such 
lines. The children eagerly take advantage 
of the Instruction when offered, but such op- 
portunities are far fewer than the actual de- 
mand forthem.

letic trophies for ‘‘ their’’ schools, certifying 
that nupils are eligible to enter the competi- 
tions when the rules distinctly bar them out; 
some more Principals, less culpable indeed, but 
not free from blame, relinquishing the scrutiny 
of candidates for games to ‘‘ instructors’’ will- 
ing to Win glory for ‘‘their’’ schools at the 
sacrifice of honesty; and, !f it be possible to 
add a cap to such an ignoble ciimax, teachers 
advanced to Principalships whose lingual de- 
fects have to be hidden by appointing them to 
schools in the immigrant districts to ‘‘ Amer- 
icanize’’ the youthful denizens thereof. Mxam- 
{nations now include an‘oral portion, so that the 
examiners may have auricular evidence that 
the applicant can speak English correctly. 

Surely thia ig a sorry showing years and 


after education became a eciecnce—nor 
does the above exhaust the list of extraordinary 
phases of the science, not by any means,

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WINTER PARTLY TO BLAME 

Many Pitfalls In the A&phalt, Some of 

Them Left by the Late Ad- 
ministration. 


; 





The departure of the Winter of 19190 
has left to Borough President McAneny 
about as stiff a task in-the way of street 
repairs as ever confronted a Borough 
President under similar conditions. Mem- 
ory has to run back over a good many 
seasons to recall a timé when the as- 
phalted streets. offered as many pitfalls to 
the unwary driver and as many jolts to 
the speeding taxicab as they do at the 
present time. . 

Looking from The Times Building up 
and down Broadway and Seventh Avenue 
and east and west in Forty-second Street, 
the pavement appears fairly dotted with 
big holes, and the same observation may 
be made from almost any building stand- 


ing at a junction of important thorough- 
fares. 


The condition has resulted in part from 
an inheritance from the last administra- 
tion and in part from the severity of the 
Winter. This latter fact made it impossi- 
ble for work to be kept under way to 
any appreciable extent during Januaty 
and February, inasmuch as asphalt can 
only be laid when the temperature is 
above freezing point and the streets are 
comparatively dry. 

It will probably be several weeks more 
before New Yorkers get any noticeable 
relief from the discomforts of urban trav- 
elers, and if another snow storm comes 
along the period of street disrepair may 
be even further prolonged. 

Mr. McAneny, .however, is pushing the 
work of repair as fast as conditions allow 
him. ~The whole question of street repair 
is one of those which the new administra- 
tion found in a very much upset condi- 
tion when it took office. There are 450 
miles of streets in the city, and of these 
about 300 miles are asphalted. 

When it comes to making any repairs 
the work has to be done under one of 
four different classifications. Either the 
city has to make the repairs on its own 
account, or contractors are required to 


make them under existing contract, or th 
city has to make them in cases where the 
contractors have thrown up their con- 
tracts. or else the repairs are to be made 
by gas ape operating surface lines.

Streets in this category include 
parts of Forty-second Street, parts of 
Broadway at Times Square, and many 
other important thoroughfares. : 
The receiverships of the surface railwa¥s 
and consequent pleas of poverty by these 
corporations have operated to delay their 
attending to their obligations in the mat- 
ter of street repair. The roads are obliged 
under their charters to keep in repair the 
space between the tracks and two feet of 
roadway on either side, and several of 
them have been under steady prodding 
from the city authorities ever since the 
first of the year. 

In several cases legal complicationg 
have arisen as to what corporation might 
be responsible for the street repairs. Mad- 
ison Avenue has suffered on this account, 
for the surface road there belongs to the 
New York Harlem Railroad and is 
leased to the Metropolitan Street Railway. 
The receivers of the Metropolitan have 
contended that the obligation of street 
repair rested upon the lesser company 
and the New York & Harlem has urged 
that the lessee should do the work.

The second appearance at the Metropoll- 
itan Opera HouSe of the two Russian danc- 
ers, Anna Pavlowa and Michael Mordkine, 
was undoubtedly the feature of the per- 
formance which was given there last 
night for the benefitof the pension and 
endowment fund of that institution. 
The auditorium was packed for the occa- 
sion, and the total receipts were. some- 
where in the neighborhood of $15,000. 

Very late in the evening before these 
two dancers had appeared in Delibes’s 
ballet *‘ Coppelia.’”” Last night they ap- 


peared alone without the assistance of 
ithe somewhat ragged corps de ballet of 
the Métropolitan Opera House in two di- 
vertissements, Which’ were so entirely dif- 
ferent frdm anything they had done in 
*Coppelia’”’ that any one who had seen 
their previous performance would have 
had difficulty in recognizing them. 

Such dancing has not been seen in New 
York in recent years, and last night’s 
audience manifested its feeling as heartily 
as had that of Monday evening. 

Early in the evening the curtains part- 
ed on a woodland scene which left a 
large open space on the stag The or- 
chestra played an adagio of Bleicham's. 
lirst Murdkine darted on to the scene 
dressed as a savage. Pavlowa tollowed 
him. The two danced together and then 
alone. Mordkine whiried for long sec- 
onds on One foot, with the other foot 
pointed at right angles from his body. 
He did another dance, in which he shot 
arrows trom a huge bow behind. his 
shoulder The celerity, the grace, the 
rhythm of his terpsichorean teats were 
indescribable in their effect. 

Pavilowa twirled on her toes. With her 
left toe pointed out behind her, maintain- 
ing het body poised to form a straight 
line with it, she lept backward step by 
step on her right foot. She swooped fnto | 
the air like a bird and floated down. She 
never dropped. At times she seemed-to 
defy the laws of gravitation. The diver- 
tisement ended with Pavilowa, supported 
by Mordkin, flying thruugh the air, 
circling his body around and around. The 
curtain fell. The applause was deafening. 
Again and again the two were called be- 
fore the footlights. 

Later in the evening the two danced 
again to music from a ballet of Glazou- 
row’s. This special divertissement was 
called ‘‘ Autumn.” The music was gay 
and furious in its rhythm. The two in 
Greek draperies dashed about the stage, 
veiled in a background of floating gauze. 
The music became wilder and wilder, and 
wilder and wilder trew the pace of the 
two. The Bachanallan finale, in which 
Paviowa was finally swept to the earth 
ueld the audience in tense silence for a 
moment after it was over, and then the 
applause broke out again, The curtain 
cails after this dance was innumerable.

PRESIDENT OBALDIA DEAD. 


Succumbs to Heart Disease After an 
Hliness of Only a Few Days, 


PANAMA, March 1.—José Domingo de 
Obaldia, President of Panama, died of 
heart disease this afternoon, He had 
been {ll only since last Friday. Angina 
pectoris was the immediate cause .of 
death. 

Dr. Carlos A, Mendoza. First Vice Pres- 
ident, assumed the Presidency soon after 
the death of President Obaldia. Three 


Vice Presidents of Panama were elected 
in 1908. The First Vice President, J. 
Arango, died on May WW, 19098, also of 
heart disease, His place was taken by 
Mendoza, Second Vice President. J. M. 
Lambert, elected Third Vice President, 
became Second Vice President, and now 
is First Vice President. 


WABHINGTON., March 1.—News of the 
death of President Obaldia was received 
at the Panama Legation here within five 
minutes after the Chargé d’Affaires haa 
received a cabklegram direct from Mme. 
Obaldia saying that her husband was im- 
proved in heaith and on the road to re- 
covery. 

Mme. Obaldia’s cablegram was in reply 
to messages of encouragement sent from 
the legation yesterday. 

When President Taft learned of the 
death of President Obaldia he sent the 
“1 +-baberia message of sympathy to the

Mrs. Taft and I extend te you our sincere 
sympathy in your great loss. The friendship 
between us and your good husband, :begun

José Domingo de Obaldia was born at 
David, Department of Panama, Colombia. 
about sixty-three years ago. His father 
was & well-to-do planter and was Presi- 
dent of Colombia from 1854 to 1857. Young 
Obaldia, after a college education, took a 
prominent part in the politics of. Colom- 
bia. This was before the establishment 
ot the republic of Panama. # 

Sefior baldia was a Conservative in 
politics, and in 1893 was elected to the 
Senate of Colombia from the Department 
of Panama. In that body he was an ar- 
dent advocate of the Hay-Herran treaty, 
which favored the construction of the 
Panama Canal. He was the only Senator 
who favored this treaty when it was first 
submitted, and made a _  single-handed 
fight for its approval. He wags finally 
successful. 

As a reward for his services in this mat- 
ter Obaldia was appointed Governor of 
the Department of Panama by President 
‘Marroquin of Colombia, He was serving 
in that capacity when Panama declared 
its independence in 1903. Sefior Obaldia 

did not return td Colombia, but, became 
interested in the politics of Parama and 
became a citizen of that republic. Obal- 

dia was an ardent supporter of Amador 
for the Presidency of Panama, and after 
the latter was installed in office he ap- 
pointed Obaldia Minister to the United 
States. ~ 

On the approaching retirement of Dr. 
Amador from the Presidency in 1908 Obal- 
dia was the leading candidate to succeed 
him. He was opposed, oy Ricardo Arias, 
and for months before the election there 
were disturbances throughout the repub- 
lic: To insure a peaceful election Pres!l- 
dent Roosevelt, acting by request, sent 
several hundred United States marines to 
Panama. The supporters of Arias with- 
drew their candidate and Obaldia ‘was 
elected almost unanimously. 

Senor Obaldia took office in October, 
1908. He was one of the richest men in 
Panama, and his plantations were the 
largest in the republic

Albert Meislahn, for half a century ringer 
of the chimes of old Trinity, died of apo- 
plexy at his country home in Madison, N. 
J., on Monday. To-morrow morning at 


9:30 p’clock the historic bells will be tolled 
for‘ the bell ringer and the funeral serv- 
ices will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Willlam T. Manning, rector of Trinity. 
Mr. Meislahn was born in the shadow of 
the old Trinity spire 62 years ago. As a 
lad he delighted to climb up to the belfry, 
then the highest point in that district, to 
help Mr. Ayliffe, the official bell ringer, 
as an enthusiastic though unpaid assist-

ant. 

From his twelfth year until his retire- 
ment last June he climbed the eighty- 
eight steps to the keyboard more “than 
10,000 times. When the present King of 
England visited this country in the early 
sixties Mr. Meislahn assisted Mr. Ayliffe 
in playing the chimes, and later, when 
Gen. Hancock and Gen. Grant were being 
laid to rest, he*tolled the funeral bells. 
He made the bells ring out also at the un- 
veiling of the Statue of Liberty, theropen- 
ing of the Brooklyn Bridge, Queen Vic- 
toria’s diamond jubilee; and the home- 
coming of Admiral Dewey. As the steam- 
ship Pamburg passed abreast of Trinity 
bearing Col. Roosevelt toward his African 
hunt a vear ago Mr. Melislahn 
‘*Guide Me, O Thous Great Jehova 
grim to a Foreign Land.”’

In one of the most sensational Mara- 
thon races ever seen in this country, 
Thure Johansen, the youthful champion 
long-distance runner of Sweden. deftated 
Jim Crowley, formerly of the Irish-Amer- 
ican Athletic Club, and Hans Holmer of 
Quebec at the Sixty-ninth Regiment 
Armory last night. Johansen established 
a new indoor record, going the long dis- 
tance in 2:36:55 1-5, which is far better 
than any of the performances made in 


the indoor runs here during the past few 
seasons. 


[he early part of the race was a duel 
between Crowley and Holmer, who bat- 
tled with each other at every lap, hitting 
up such a terrific gait that Johansen 
was left far behind. When, after about 


twenty miles, the two other runners were 
pretty well exhausted from their long 
grind, with occasional sprints, Johansen 
came up from behind, and with a steady, 
powerful stride raced ahead until he 
Killed off his two opponents. Holmer 
quit at the- twentieth mile, 4% laps be- 
hind, and Crowley fell back lap after lap 
until he finished 8% laps behind the Swed- 
ish champion, 

It was Johansen’s first appearance here. 
He holds the Marathon c ampionship in 
Sweden and was a dark horse in last 
night's race. He was’ trained by Ernie 
Hjertberg, 

Crowley got the pole at the start, with 
Holmer next to him and Johansen on the 
cutside. The Irishman jumped into the 
lead when— ‘““Mel”’ Sheppard fired the 
Starter's pistol. Johansen took second 
piace, with Holmer trailing close behind. 
Crowley started with a strong, steady 
stride which gave his supporters much 
confidence. After the first half mile 
liolmer. passed Johansen, and the three 
runners stayed clase tegether. Holmer 
imitated Crowley's style of running and 
jogged aiong in unison with him. Crowley 
led at the first mile. being timed in 
4:47 2-5, with Holmer and Johansen close 
benind. The Marathoners trotted along 
in this order until the second mile, when 
Crowley let out a bit, closely followed by 
Holmer. Crowley was timed for the sec- 
ond mile in 11:2 5, with Holmer at his 
heels and the Swedish champion thirty 
vards tn the rear. Vith Crowley and 
Holmer alternating in the lead the third 
mile was passed in 17:08. Johansen was 
forty yards in the rear. 

For the first five miles Crowlev per- 
sistently stayed in first place, and several 
times Holmer tried to sprint ahead of 
him, but each time the Irishman jumped 
forward and kept in front.

ATHLRTES PLAN 
- BRITISH INVASION 


Melvin Sheppard and Harry Giss- 
ing Will Sail for England 
Early in April. 








Fired by the success of Nat Cartmell, 
the former University of Pennsylvania 
sprinter, Melvin W. Sheppard, Irish-Amer- 
ican Athletic Club, and Harry Gissing, 
New York Athletic Club, plan an athletic 
invasion of England. The pair have ar- 
ranged to leave New York early next 
month, and expect to be abroad until the 
end of the Summer. The fact that Shep- 
pard is under suspension by the Military 
League will in no way affect the plans 
of the pair. : 

Sheppard has been anxious to return to 
England since the London Olympic 
Games, nearly two years ago, when he 
disagreed with the majority of the Amer- 
ican athletes who were members of the 
United States Olympic team and declared 
that the British athletic authorities had 
accorded him fair and impartial treat- 
ment. Since that time he has always 
been outspoken in his praise of the Brit- 
ish athletic fairness. 

The two athletes will be watched closely 
by the Amateur Athletic Union of ths 


United States and the Amateur Athletic 


Association of England, although it is 
freely predicted by prominent athletic 


authorities here that the pair will follow 
the example of Cartmell and- turn pro- 
fessional should the inducements to do so 
prove satisfactory. 

There is one point about the trip that 
is puzzling to the A. A. U. officials, and 
that is how men of the moderate means 
of Sheppard and Gissing can afford to 
spend the Summer in England. The cost 
of the trip. including the passage by 
steamer, will be not less than $1,000 each, 
irrespective of the loss of salary during 
the Summer months. 

Sheppard confidently expects reinstate- 
ment by the Military Athletic League, 
but should he fail in this he will not 
abandon his trip, as there is no alliance 
between that body and the Amateur Ath- 
letic Association of England, and he 
would not be barred from amateur com- 
petition on this account. The pair are 
thoroughly representative of America’s 
middle-distance runners, and are among 
the speediest half-milers in the country. 

In the London Olympic Games, two 
years ago, Sheppard won the 800-meter 
run in 1:544-5 and the 1,500-meter event 
in 4:03°2-5, creating new records in each 
event. Emilio Lunghi, the Italian, was 
second to Sheppard in the 800-meter race, 
while Wilson was runner-up in the long- 
distance event. Both of these men com- 
peted in this country last Summer under 
the Irish-American Athletic Club colors, 
and are in England at present. This 

uartet constitutes the fastest middle- 
distance runners in the world, and_ will 
furnish some spectacular races in Eng- 
land this Summer. .

Commissioner Says All the Other Gov- 
ernment Officials Are Co-operat- 
, . 
ing with Him Heartily. 





To a smali but representative gathering 
Park Commissioner Charles B. Stover 
outlined last night the plans he has al- 
ready put on trial for the further de- 
velopment of the parks to the advantage 
of the people. Some seventy persons sat 
down to dinner at the Hotel Plaza under 
the Chairmanship of Seth Low, and the 
Commissioner expressed his pleasure at 
being able in such a place and among 
guch company to set forth his intention of 
being the Park Commissioner not of the 
east side, of which he is a resident, but 


of the city at large. 

Seth Low referred to Mr. Stover’s share 
fn defending Central Park last year 
@gainst the attempt of the National Acad- 
emy of Design to put a building there, 
and gave him three pieces of advice. He 
should keep on good terms with the mu- 
seums, he should develop the playgrounds, 
and he should never permit the parks to 
be the playthings of politics, the ex- 
Mayor said. 

“7 -do not want to be thought to repre- 
Bent the east side in pafticular,’’ said 
Commisisoner Stover in his reply. “1 
have broadened a good deal in the last 
six weeks; I have realized the problems 
of all parts of the city. I want the key- 
note of my administration to be co-opera- 
tion. 

‘‘T have been frequently misunder- 
stood in the last six weeks, just because 
I have listened to every proposition. I 
did not turn down the proposal of the 
Aborn brothers about opera without find- 
out what it was, thougn friendly editors 
have said I should. The result’is that 
the Aborn brothers have entered into @ 
contract with the city, just as any other 
leaders of an orchestra, to give concerts 
in some park or other, perhaps even in 
Central Park. 

‘*‘T have co-operated with our great 
collegiate institutions, and so I hope that 
next Summer I shall be able to say that 
the bovs may play baseball on the splen- 
aid diamond of South Field, and that the 
four blocks near City College will be 
quickly laid out with an amphitheatre 
near by.

New Piaygrounds Plianned. 

“But the greatest pleasure I have had 
in co-operation has been in my relations 
with my fellow Commissioners. The play- 
grounds will be doubled next Summer. 
The Bridge Commissioner has turned over 
to me all the open spaces under the three 
bridges north of Brooklyn Bridge. I in- 
tend also to take possession of the tract 
at Ninetieth Street and the East River, 
and add a fourth baseball fie!d, and the 
fifth will be in Chelsea Park.’’ 

The Commissioner then referred to the 
idea that he would allow too great free- 
dom \to the public in Central Park, and 
told ‘how one representative of public 
opinion has lately been urging on the 
Mayor and him that men, women, and 
children are more important than flower 
beds. 

‘*‘So he would allow a man to lie down 
fn a flower bed if he wished,” he went 
on. “But the hot weather is coming. 
The cry will be raised that the parks 
should be open for sleeping purposes, and 
the result might be that no flowers or 
trees would be left in the parks. [ am 
going to try an experiment. I am going 
io put flower beds in some of the smaller 
parks. I am going to say to the people 
of the east side, ‘ You have absolute lib- 
erty ir Seward and Tompkins Parks; will 
you not leave these alone?’ ”’ 

As for Central Park, Mr. Stover de- 
clared that the very number of proposals 
made about it was its safety, and he 
would allow no more buildings in it but 
two new comfort stations and buildings 
for the tennis players. . 

The Commissioner said that, perhaps, 
music may be provided in 1911, possibly 
by the Aborn brothers, in Silver Lake 
Park. Richmond; Highbridge Park, or 
Washington Park. Then Mr. Stover made 
a direct appeal to the inhabitants of the 
rich parts of the city. 

Appeals to Rich to Aid.

TAFT SUPPORTS ROOT. 


But Only Wants the Power to-Levy 
Income Tax in Emergencies, 


WASHINGTON, March 1,—President 
Taft let it be known to his callers this 
afternoon that he is in entire accord with 
Senator Root’s stand regarding the pend- 
ing income tax amendment t» the Federal 
Constitution in the letter made public at 
Albany yesterday. 

The Senator wrote to State Senator 
Davenport that the view of the amend- 
ment taken by Gov. Hughes did not have 
-his support and that he agreed, in effect, 
with the argument in answer to Gov. 
Hughes which Senator Borah delivered 
im the Senate a few days ago. 

President Taft has all along declared 
himself in favor of giving the Federal 
Government unquestioned power to levy 
income taxes, but he has made it equal- 
ly clear that he did not regard the pres- 
ent condition of the National revenues 
as demanding the enactment of such a 
tax law. He greatly desired the power, 
much as Senator Root does, for use in 
case of emergency,’such as a war. For 
this reason the President is in favor of 
the adoption of the pending amendment, 
and he has written letters to friends in 
New York and Ohio, expressing that view. 
He has not sent any of these letters to 
riembers of either Legislature, for the 
reason that he did not deem that entirely 
proper and desired to avoid the appear- 
ance of attempting directly to influence 
the votes of legislaters in favor of the 
amendment. 








Passes Income Tax Amendment. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, March 1.—The Sen- 
ate joint resolution ratifying the proposed 
Congressional amendment to the Federal 
Constitution to provide for a National In- 


come tax was adopted in the House to-day 
78 to 8 The Senate passed the resolution 
some time ago. After announcing the 
vote, which gave the resolution only one 
vote above ae constitutional majority, 
Speaker Shurtleff said a question wag 
raised whether a majcority or two-thirds 
vote was necessary for adoption. 


POSTAL BANK BILL TO PASS. 


Difficulty as to Withdrawing Deposits 
from Local Banks Seems Overcome. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—After many 
informal conferences, Senator Carter to- 
day declared that all was ready for the 
smooth passage of the Postal Savings 
Bank bill on Thursday. An amendment 
has been drafted, which will constitute a 
substitute for the Smoot amendment, and 
to-day the activities of the leaders and 
their lieutenants satisfied them that there 
would be a safe majority on Thursday for 
putting the bill through the Senate. 

The new amendment deals with the 
troublesome point of. the disposition of 
the funds received by the Government as 
deposits in the postal banks. The com- 
promise measure modifies the Smoot’ 


amendment to the point of providing 
that, in the discretion of the President in 
time of war or any other crisis, the money 
may be withdrawn from the local banks 
in which it is to be deposited and invest- 
ed in Government securities. 


ADOPTS NAVAL PROGRAMME. 


House Committee Votes for Secretary 
Meyer’s Plan, Including 2 Battleships. 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to-day voted 
for the construction of two battleships, 
one repair ship, two fleet colliers, and 
four submarines. This represents the 
naval increase for the present year, and 
is practically the same as urged by Presi- 
dent Taft and by Secretary Meyer. 

The two battleships will be of either 
26,000 or 27,000 tons displacement. Their 
cost will be about $11,000,000 each. The 
repair ship will cost something less than 
$1,000,000. The four submarines are for 
the Pacific Coast. 

The committee was virtually unanimous 
for the programme. Representative Hob- 
son of Alabama urged a greater increase, 
He wanted four battleships and three 
additional destroyers. Representative 
Padgett of Tennessee wanted but one bat- 
tleship authorized this year. 














STREET CLEANERS HONGRED. 


Women’s Municipal League Gives Med- 
als to Three in the Department. 


The 400 men in the Third District of the 
Street Cleaning Department lined up yes- 
terday afternoon at 4 o'clock in Stable 
E, at 408 West .Fifteenth Street, to re- 
ceive Mayor Gaynor, who was booked 
to make the presentation speech to a 
foreman, a sweeper, and a driver of the 
district, to whom the Greenwich Branch 
of the Women’s Municipal League was 
presenting bronze medals for thelr work 
in the last year. Mayor Gaynor could 
not attend, but City Chamberlain Hyde 
represented him. 

The Third District takes In the terri- 
tory between Canal and Fourteenth 
Streets, Broadway, and the Hudson River. 
It is a hard district to handle, Since the 
days of Col. Waring the Greenwich 
Branch of the Women’s Municipal League 
has interested itself in the work of the 
street cleaners in the district, giving 
three medals a year to the men In testi- 
mony of their good work.

A TIP FROM THE INSIDE 





Supreme Court in Trenton Asked for 
an Order for Beef Trust Minutes 
—Bill Offered In Congress, 





Prosecutor Garven began yesterday the 
legal steps necessary to get before the 
Hudson County Grand Jury the minutes 
of the meetings of the Directors and 
stockholders of the National Packing 
Company, Morris & Co., Armour & Co., 
and dwift & Co. These records are ex- 
pected to show which of the indicted Di- 
rectors were actually in New Jersey at 
the time the alleged offense was commit- 
ted. Legal obstacles to their extradition 
from Illinois will be raised if it cannot 
be shown that they were on the date 
named within the jurisdiction of the court. 

Mr. Garven appeared yesterday before 
Justice Swayze of the Supreme Court in 
Trenton. The court took the papers and 
promised to render an early decision. Mr. 
Garven afterward called on Gov. Fort, 
and they discussed the question of extra- 
dition. It is understood that application 
will be made by the New Jersey Chief 
Executive to the Governor of Illinois as 
soon as it appears certain that the de- 
fendants will not answer voluntarily. 

It was rumored about the Hudson Court 
House yesterday that the records which 
the prosecution really need are not the 
minutes of the Directors’ meetings, but 
certain private documents known ag the 
“yellow books.”’ In these, it is believed, 
the packers have been in the habit of en- 
tering the secret agreements between 
themselves on which the charge of con- 
spiracy has been based. It is said that 
Mr. Garven has received information with 
regard to this from a former Director of 
one of the packing companies, who may, 
if mecessary, be called ag a witness before 
the Grand Jury. 

The Grand Jury will meet again this aft- 
ernoon, and will take up the effect of cold 
storage on the food stored in refrigerators. 
Among those subpoenaed are James J. 
Hagen, Health Inspector of Jersey City, 
and Dr. Edward Mulvaney of the local 
Board of Health, Dr. J. C. Hartnet, Fed- 
eral Food Inspector, and Dr. Henry Leh- 
mann, chemist of the Board of Health. 

Evidence will be taken {n respect to the 
turkeys and poultry recently seized from 
a cold storage plant as unfit for human 
consumption. The general rise of prices 
will also be considered. 

WASHINGTON, March 1.—A bill which, 
if passed, would declare the members of 
the ‘‘ Beef. Trust"’ recently indicted in 
New Jersey fugitives from justice and 
compel their extradition to New Jersey to 
stand trial for alleged illegal ‘combina- 
tion and monopoly, was introduced to- 
day by’ Representative Henry of Texas. a 
member of the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 

“The individuals composing the Beef 
Trust, who have been indicted by a New 
Jersey Grand Jury,” said Mr. Henry, 
“are endeavoring to hide behind the 
proposition that they have transacted no 
business in the State of New Jersey, and, 
therefore, could not have committed a 
crime there because they were not per- 
sonally present. This is an old dodge, an 
elusive method of escaping punishment.”’ 

The Henry bill provides that the de- 
mand of an executive authority of one 
State upon that of another State and ac- 
companied by g copy of an indictment. or 
affidavit shall be ‘‘Indisputable proof” 
for the authorities to act upon. t also 
provides that the order for the arrest of 
a person wanted under those conditions 
*‘ehall not be inquired into, modified, dis- 
puted, or invalidated in any court or tri- 
bunal of the State or Territory to which 
such person has fled or in which he is 
found, nor shall any such court or tri- 
bunal have any power to release such 
person for any cause.”’ 

‘My amendment plainly means,” said 
Mr. Henry, “that although those Iindi- 
viduals composing the Beef Trust in Chi- 
cago have not been actually present in 
New Jersey, yet they have caused the 
execution of their conspiracies and crimes 
on New Jersey soil and must answer 
there.”’ 


BLUE STAR LINE REFUNDS.

Corsl, Zumtsteg & Co., ship brokers, at 
67 Pearl Street, were besieged during the 
day by dozens of ticket purchasers, all 
requesting the return of their money. 
oot one went away satisfied, it was 
said. 

At Bedford, Mass., agents who had sold 
heavily werealso refunding money. It 
was learned during the day that several 
hundred tickets were sold in New Orleans 
for $60 each, calling for round-trip pas- 
sage to France.

FEAR OF DECISIONS NOW 





Pending Antl-Trust Cases Taken as a 
Shadow on the Outlook—Money 
Made on Narrow Margin. 


President Willlam M. Wood of ‘the 
American Woolen Company in his report 
to stockholders for the year ended Dec. 
81, 1909, shows a large gain in business 
over the previous year, but makes a point 
of the halt experienced in 1910, which he 
attributes to “the uncertainty of the 
effect of the expected decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court in the two 
pending cases under the Sherman Anti- 
Trust act.’’ 

The year just closed showed sales and 
income amounting to approximately $48,- 
000,000, against $29,000,000 in 1908, and 
net profits totaled $5,798,058, against 
$1,280,705 in the previous year. The year 
would have been the largest of the com- 
pany’s history, the President explains, 
except for the length of time it took to get 
the goods ordered early in the year, after 
the machinery had long been idle as a 
result of the panic. He then goes on to 
temper the encouragement, which this 
statement in the report might be expected 
to bring to stockholders, by discussing 
the possible effect of the forthcoming de- 
sdisions, and then saying: 

‘There has already been a faltering in 
¢crders for goods caused by the conserva- 
tive action of the merchants of the coun- 
try in placing their orders, but notwith- 
Standing this we have every reason to 
expect a good volume of business and 
have prepared ourselves to handle it. The 
advance sales of cloth have been provided 
for by engagements of wool in anticipa- 
tion of our wants. 

‘This company depends upon a large 
volume of business for its success: the 
margin of profit is small, and, while an 
endeavor has been made to. create an im- 
pression reflecting upon the greed of the 
woolen and worsted manufacturers, the 
fact remains that the average profit for 
the last five years upon the cloth made 
by. this company that enters into a suit of 
clothes will average less than 40 cents 
per suit of clothes. Certainly, consider- 
ing the risks involved, the large amount 
of capital necessary for the conduct of 
the business, fluctuations in the raw ma- 
terials, and the necessity of a large vol- 
ume of business to employ all its ma- 
chinery, any fair-minded person cannot 
consider this profit unreasonable. If the 
ice of apenas appears high, one must 
ook elsewhere for the cause.”’ 

The report states that the price advance 
in wool for the company’s “ main raw 
material has been about 25 per cent. over 
wools provided for the corresponding sea- 
son’s goods of a year ~~ 

After the payment of $2,610,416 in divi- 
dends on the preferred stock and the 
charging off of $1,618,536 for depreciation 
the surplus for the year was $1,569,105, 
which compares with a deficit of $1,169,- 
205 in the previous year. The balance of 
surplus at the end of 1909 was $10,514,808 


THE CITY WON’T FEED THEM. 


Charitles Commissioner Won't Rescind 
Order as to Municipal Boat Employes. 


Michael J. Drummond, Commissioner of 
Charities, told a committee of the officers 
and crews of the department boats yester- 
day that he would not rescind his order 
closing the department restaurant on ths 
pier at Twenty-sixth Street and East 
River. Eighty persons, including mas- 
ters, pilots, deckhands, and engineers of 
the charities fleet, have had their meals 
free in this restaurant for several years. 

Hereafter only thirty of the persons for- 
merly fed at city expense will get free 
meals. These include deckhands, nurses 
on the boats, and a few clerks. The free 
meals will be served at the Municipal 
Lodging House. 

The masters, engineers, and pilots pro- 
tested that the department pays them less 
than similar employes receive from pri- 
vate ship owners, and that the free board 
made up the difference. The employes 
still to be fed regard the regulation that 
they must get their meals at the Munici- 
pal Lodging House as an indignity. 

Commissioner Drummond Hstened to the 
complaints and informed the committee 
that those dissatisfied could resign.

One More Group Get Sentences from 
Six Months to Five Years. 


Judge Hough, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday, disposed of another 
group of counterfeiters, imposing  sen- 
tences ranging from six months to five 
years.

RATES AFTER FREIGHT WAR. 


Testifying in Merger Suit, Mr. Miller 
Says They’re Still Too Low. 


General Traffic Manager R. HB. Miller 
of the Oregon Railroad & Navigation 
Company and Freight Agent of the South- 
ern Pacific in Oregon, was again a wit- 
ness yesterday in the Government’s suit 
to dissolve the Union Pacific merger. 

Following the rate war, the rates on 
most of the lower classes of freight were 
advanced 5, 10, and 15 cents a hundred 
pounds by the Southern Pacific, and Mr. 
Severance, counsel for the Government, 
wanted to know why this was flone while 
the first and second classes remained un- 
changed. Mr. Miller said that the rates 
had all been too low, and that to-day they 
were lower than they ought to be. 

Mr. Severance asked if it were not a 
fact that the Oregon Short Line had sub- 
sidized a competing steamship company 
to maintain the water rate between Port- 
land and San Francisco. Mr. Miller didn’t 
like the word “ subsidized.’’ 

““We did have an agreement to put 
traffic into this line,’’ he said. 

Mr. Severance asked why Willamette 
Valley lumber was not moved through 
the Portland gateway by the Southern 
Pacific. Mr. Miller said it would be to 
the advantage of the Southern Pacific 
and the public, too, if the movement was 
through Portland. 

‘*T stated that to certain officials of the 
Southern Pacific, but my opinion did not 
prevail, that is all,’’ said Mr. Miller. 

George W. Luce, the General Freight 
Agent of the Southern Pacific, with head- 
quarters at San Francisco, was asked 
about the rate on lumber from the Willa- 
mette Valley to San Francisco Bay. The 
rate on the rough lumber was $3.10, which 
was increased to When the mill men 
complained of this rate the Southern Pa- 
cific finally agreed to reduce the rate 
back to $3.10 on all green lumber except 
railroad ties.

The traffic office of the Mexican Rail- 
way will be consolidated with the office 
of the National Railways.

CLASSES FOR WAGE WORKERS, 


Columbia to Offer Fine Facilities for 
Them in Many Studies. 


Evening classes for wage workers will 
be one of the new undertakings of Colum- 
bia University beginning in September. It 
is proposed then to extend the operation 
of principles which have been so success- 
ful in the case of the Summer session so 
as to provide classes and laboratory work 
in the evening at the university, and both 
in the evening and during the day in other 
parts of the city, as well as in Northern 
New Jersey and Westchester County, for 


the benefit of those who are not able to 
avail themselves of the regular courses 
of instruction at the university. 

In particular, evening classes will be 
organized where wage workers as well as 
those who are engaged professionally or 
otherwise during the day may obtain the 
best instruction the university may offer. 

Requests for. Columbia to enter uffon 
work of this kind have been numerous in 
recent years. In particular, there is a 
demand that the university shall organ- 
ize classes in law for the benefit of the 
many students of law in Northern «New 
Jersey. The centre of this instruction 
will probably be in Newark. Classes in 
various branches of chemistry and in elec- 
trical science will probably be organized 
in both Newark and Paterson. It is ex- 

ected that college instruction of the 

ighest type will be offered in the even- 
ing in Manhattan at a convenient down- 
town point. 

The field to be covered by this exten- 
sion teaching will be very broad. There 
will be classes in languages, literature, 
history, economics, and politics: in va- 
rious scientific subjects, including elec- 
trical and mechanical engineering; in 
architecture, in music and fine arts, in 

reventive medicine and sanitary science, 

n manual training and the household 
arts, in teaching and in law.

Announcement from Baltimore yester-

“Tf T was abcut to be buricd,” said 
Mr. Smith when the singing stopped, ‘I 
should want Hamiltcn Mabie to pronounce 
my benedicticn. There are some. things 
that come into a man’s life that are more 
pleasant tian all the others, and to-night 
is one of them. I look into your faces 
and I recall when we first began, in the 
Aldine, to- make a revolution in after- 
dinner stories.

DISAGREES WITH MR. SMITH. 


Georgia Congressman Calls Him a 
“Professional Southerner.’ 


Some 200 sons of Michigan who live in 
New York heard Gov. Frederick M. War- 
ner denounce the New York State Legis- 
lature’s investigating committee on di- 
rect primaries at, the Michigan Society's 
annual dinner at the Hotel Astor last 
night. 

Gov, Warner was brought over from 
Michigan especially to tell the Michigan- 
ders of this city the latest home news. 
He said the direct primary had worked 
with marked success in every district in 
which it had been tried, and then added: 
|**T dropped in at Albany yesterday and 
\saw Gov. Hughes, whom I greatly admire. 
| He showed me the report of the commit- 
l tee which had been sent out to investigate 
the workings of our primary law. I was 
much amused to see that they had given 
as representative of Michigan opinion the 
views of our only three prominent oppo- 
nents of the law. These men had opposed 
it from the start. They never had done 
anything else and they were conspicuous 
for the isolation of their views and their 
collowing.” 

A little later in the evening Gov. Hughes 
was mentioned in a speech by W. W. 
Wedemever, formerly President of the 
Michigan Railroad Commission and an 
advocate of the two-cent fare law. He 
declared that Ohio was out on a still hunt 
for the Presidency in the four years to 
follow Taft’s first term, and that Ohio 
was in a fair way to win not only the 
Republican but the Democratic nomina- 
tion as well, unless ‘‘ you people in the 
State of New York step in and interfere 
with your Governor, your ex-Governor, or 
your Mayor.”’ . 

State Senator Frederick M. Davenport, 
who reviewed present co iditions in Al- 
bany, said that some very ‘ive wires were 
burning under the seats of many up-State 
men, and it all meant that the State was 
in the hands of the shrewdest political 
ring generals that had ever obtained po- 
sitions of power, and that these men from 
Parlor A in a Syracuse hotel could boss 
any party convention assembled in recent 
years. Senator Davenport’s speech was a 
plea for direct primaries, and he joined 
Michigan’s Governor in his attack upon 
what he called the “ alleged investigation 
of its merits’ recently conducted. 

Roland Ellis, Congressman from Geor- 
via, called F. Hopkinson Smith ‘a pro- 
essional Southerner.’” He said that he 
had been received in Jersey in an excess 

ne2pl'alite from McAdoo's tunnel men, 
had been discharged from the tube in 
Twenty-third Street in the same fine 
spirit, and could easily believe New York 
was the most hospitable city in the 
world, and the best mannered. ‘ The pro- 
fessional Southerner,” he said, ‘“*‘ makes 
me tired.”’ 
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RAILRGADS FOR THE CANAL. 


And What Admiral Evans Said 
True, John F. Wallace Says. 


John F. Wallace. former Chief Engi- 
neer of the Panama Canal, took issue 
with Admiral Evans last night on the 
Admiral’s statement, recently made, that 
the transcontinental railroads of the 
United States had conspired to discourage 
the building of the Panama Cagal. In 
an address before some 150 officials of 
the Kansas City, Mexico & Orlent Rail- 
way, at a dinner in the Waldorf-Astoria, 
Mr. Wallace said: 

“That statement by Admiral Evans is 
not true. Not @ railroad in this country 
has done anything to interfere with the 
progress of the work on the canal. Mr. 
EK. H. Harriman, shortly before his death, 
told me that the railroads in which he was 
interested woukl welcome the completion 
of the Panama Canal. Ue said that if 
freight could be carried from the Pacific 
Coast to European ports at a lower rate 
by way of the canal the _ transcon- 
tinental roads would benefit by it. 


“Ts an adequate return to be brought 
to this country for the vast expenditure 
on the building of the canal? is a qués- 
tion often asked. I would say that the 
return will come in time. But the imme- 
diate good of the canal will be felt first 
by other countries. The United States 
has no commerce to-day except her coast- 
wise commerce. Protection has done this. 
When the Panama Canal is completed 
there will be two routes to what has long 
been known as the East. One will be by 
way of the Suez Canal and the other 
throug the Panama Canal. Every bit 
of freight which will be shipped from 
the Pacific Coast will go in foreign bot- 
toms. 

A life-size portrait of President Diaz of 
Mexico, painted by the artist Benziger, 
wus unveiled last night during the dinner. 
It was painted for the President himself, 
and will be sent to him shortly. Freder- 
ick Wise of New Castle, England. who 
has just returned from an inspection -of 
the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Rail- 
Way in the interest-of English investors, 
was the guest of honor. Among others 
at the dinner were:

WOMAN TRIES TO SAVE HIM

Mrs. Jacob Cohen Herself Overcome 
and Rescued—Tenants, in a Panic, 
Saved by Firemen and Police. 





In spit2 of the heroic endeavor of a wo- 
man to save him, an aged cripple lost 
his life in a fire that partly destroyed a 
four-story double brick tenement at 350 
Sackman Street, Brownsville, Brooklyn, 
last evening. But for the quickness and 
courage of firemen and police, who rushed 


through the smoke and fire filled build- 
ing and carried women and children down 
fire escapes, other persons must have 
met deatn. ' 

The min who lost his \ife was Abraham 
Levine, 63 years old, a veteran of several 
Wars, In one of which he received an in- 
jury which disabled him many years ago, 
and who, it is thought, innocently caused 
the fire that killed nim by smoking when 
in bed. ‘The contents of his pipe feil on 
the bedding, or, it was Suggested, perhaps 
he set the bedciothing or-:a curtain hang- 
ing alongside the bed when he struck a 
match to light his pipe. 

The fire started in the old man’s rooms 
on the third floor left in the absence of 
his aged wite, who had gone to a grocery 
store. She had left him smoking his pipe 
and dozing in his bedroom. She had often 
cautioned him to be careful or some day 
they would be burned, but he always 
laughed and said if such a tate happened 
it would be through no fault of his pipe 
or himself. 

A window in the old man’s bodroom was 
open, and this gave the blaze a rapid 
Start. 

Mrs. Jacob Cohen was with her two lit- 
tle ones, Alexander, 4 years old, and Eva, 
aged a year and a half, in her apartments 
in the top floor left, just over the Levine 
home, when she smelled smoke and heard 
his cries. 

** Fire! 
him call. 

Mrs. Cohen grasped her babes and 
rushed with them into the rooms of aged 
Mr. and Mrs. Frederick Greenhouse, liv- 
ing also on the top floor, front, right. 
She placed the children in the arms of 
Mrs. Greenhouse, a tiny, bewrinkied wo- 
man of 72 vears, and told the Green- 
houses she would be back in a moment. 

Smoke was pouring out of the Levine 
apartment by then. Blinded by it, Mr. 
Levine could not find his way out into 
the hallway. He fell in the kitchen. 
Mrs. Cohen, almost. strangling with 
smoke, feund it impossible to enter the 
kitchen. The draught from the open bed- 
room window had blown the fire that 
way. She shrieked for help, and, open- 
ing a door leading to the parlor, tried to 
make her way to the old man, 

The smokKe proved too much for 
and unable to see and tottering weakly, 
she just managed tu reach the hall stair- 
way. Losing her hold on the handrail, 
she plunged down a full flight as Police- 
man William Ward of the 
Station rushed into the house. 
per to the street. The fresh 
1er. 

Ward and his side pariner, Policeman 
William Goodman, who had turned in an 
alarm, got out many women and children 
cf the fourteen families in the burning 
building. The fire reached an airshaft 
and blazed fiercely. 

Just across the hallway from the Le- 
vine apartment were Mrs. Isaac Gold- 
berg, the married daughter of Mrs. Le- 
vine, and four of her small 
They were entirely unaware of the fire 
peril until the policemen rushed up and 
Zot them into the street. 

There was a panic in the building and 
tenants and persons living in the adjoin- 
ing tenements rushed to the fire escapes. 
When the firemen. in charge of Battalion

HURT IN GARAGE BLAZE. 


Blazing Bucket Sets Building Afire in 
West Sixty-fifth Street. 


Fire fed by gasoline, grease, oil, and 
other inflammable materials practically 
destroyed the five-story’ building at 246

damage estimated at $25,000,

Charles H. Davenport Offers $500 
for News of Missing Man, 
Dead or Alive. 








HIS MOTHER PROSTRATED 





Detectives Have Been Unable to Find 
Any Trace of Young Salesman 
Since He Left the Waldorf. 





Charles H. Davenport, the paper manu- 
facturer, of South Hadley, Mass., who is 
here, searching for his missing’ son, 
Charles H. Davenport, Jr., yesterday of- 
fered a reward of $500 for the recovery of 
his son, dead or alive. A notice of the 
reward, together with the young man’s 
photograph and a minute description of 
him, appear to-day in the advertising 
columns of THE TIMES. 

lt is a sad and careworn father who is 
Waiting, day and night, for tidings of his 
missing boy. in the daytime he searches 
through various parts of the city, and at 
night returns to his room at the Hotel 
beimont, there to spend’ sleepless hours, 
expecting to hear at any moment troin 
the detectives who are at work on ilie 
case that they have found his son. 

Up at Holyoke, Mass., a wife and moth- 
er also await the first tidings of the hus- 
band and son. At the close of each day 
the father has written to the home folks, 
hoping against all odds. Yesterday, for 
the first time, he began to lose hope. 
Hence the advertisement for news of his 
son. 

This is the description of the young 
man: - 

' Height, 6 feet 1 inch; weight, 200 pounds; 

38 years old; brown spot on the back of 

rght ear; birthmark on right hip, two- 

thirds size of a cent; wears anatomic shoes 
made at Shelton, € which were sold 
by Thomas 5. Holyoke, Mass.; 
blonde. with dark, hair; mustache, 
brownish black. 

‘There must be s@me one in this great 
city,’ said Mr. Davenport last night, 
‘‘who knows the whereabouts of my boy. 
If he is alive I am here to welcome him 
with open arms and to take him back 
home to his heart-broken wife and moth- 
er. If he is dead—’’ His voice faltered a 
little, then he continued: ‘‘ Well, 1 reckon 
we must prepare for the worst. But |! 
shall not abandon hope entirely, and I fee} 
sure that the reward of $500 will bring 
some word of my boy.” 

The incidents surrounding -the strange 
disappearance of Charies H. Davenport, 
Jr., are too unusual to be common in po- 
lice chronicles, which concern persons 
who suddenly drop out of sight in this 
city. Nineteen days have passed since 
the young man was seen to pass out of 
the Thirty-fourth Street door of the 
Walderf-Astoria, soon after midnight. 
Since that time all trace of the young 
man has been lost, although there were 
unfounded reports that he had 
been seen at various dance halls in the 
white light district and lates ata Turkish 
bath. F 

According to the father his son arrived 
in this city on Tuesday, Feb. 8, and reg- 
istered at the Murray Hill Hotel, where 
he expected to stay until after Feb. 10, 
so as to attend the dinner of the paper 
manufacturers at the Waldort-Astoria. 
On Feb. 9 he went to a theatre, and on 
the evening of Feb. 10 dined in Fulton 
Street with F. Ross, a@ paper buyer, 
whom he had known for several years. 

Aboéut midnight he showed up at the 
paper manufacturers’ dinner and greeted 
many of his friends and acquaintances, 

As the days passed and brought 
word of his son, Mr. Davenvort became 
disheartened, and he believes now that 
his son has met with foul play. The de- 
tectives who are searching so far have 
not turned up the slightest clue. Some- 
times the father accompanies them to the 
resorts where it is hoped he may be, but 
usually he stays at his hotel, patiently 
waiting. 

Gencrally, as the case was last night, 
Mr. Davenport sits near the telephone in 
his room at the Belmont, starting eager- 
Iv at every tinkle of the bell, and wait- 
ing all through the hours of the night. 

“YT shall stay until Saturday,’ he went 
on to say last night, ‘‘and then if I get 
no word of Charley's being found I shall 
be obliged to return to Holyoke, although 
the search will be continued by the de-
